Kieff in 1822—and has served the Czars 
since he was eighteen years old, For valor 
in the Hungarian campaign of 1848 he was 


promoted to the rank of Captain, and was ; 


attached to the staff. His promotion there- 
after was very rapid, and in 1861 he had at- 
tained the rank of General. The following 
year he first became officially interested 
in educational subjects, though he had 
made a study of them for some time, being 
appointed a member of the committee 
which was charged with the work of re- 
organizing the military schools. 

After participating with distinction in the 
war with Turkey, Gen. Vannovsky was ap- 
pointed in 1882 Minister of War. In 1808 
Gen. Kouropatkine succeeded him in that 
office, and Gen. Vannovsky was appointed 
& member of the Imperial Council. During 
the sixteen years in which he held the 
war portfolio Gen. Vannovsky’s chief aim 
Was to keep down expenses, and at the 
fame time increase the efficiency of the 
army. In doing this he corrected many old 
abuses. but managed, nevertheless, to gain 
the affection of his subordinates. 

Since he became Minister of Education 
Gen. Vannovsky has gone further even than 
his most pregpessive predecessors in striv- 
ing to make thé lot of the Russian stu- 
dents happier. It is understood that the 
late Minister of the Interior, M. Sipiaguine. 
bitterly opposed all Vannovsky’s suggested 
reforms, and that Sipiaguine’s voice pre- 
vailed in the councils of the empire. 


RUSSIAN RAILWAYS IN PERSIA. 


Construction of Lines from Erivan to 
Tabriz and from Ashkabad to 
Meshed Decided On. 

ST. PETERSBURG, ‘April 22.—The Gov- 
ernment has decided upon the construction 

of two important strategic railroads. 

One is to go from Erivan, in Transcauca- 
sia, to Tabriz, in Northwest Persia, while 
the other will go from Ashkabad (capital 


of the Russian trans-Caspian territory) to 
Meshed, in the northeast of Persia.

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Aerostatic Experts Committee Decides 
Upon Rules for $100,000 Contest 
at St. Louis Fair. 


ST. LOUIS, April 22,—General conditions 
to be observed in the airship race for the 
capital prize of $100,000 offered by the 
World's Fair management have been agreed 
upon by the committee of aerostatic ex- 
perts. The entire field, including time of 
runs, shape of course,-qualifications of con- 
testants, conditions of entry, facilities for 
construction, repair, and experiment; al- 
lowance for size of machines, and weight 
of engines, bearing of weather conditions, 
was covered, and tentative rules decided 
upon, 

These rules will have to be submitted to 
the sub-committee of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and to the Executive Committee 
itself before they can be made public in 
their entirety. The sub-committee will sub- 
mit drafts of the rules to engineers, stu- 
dents, aeronauts, and aeronautical socie- 
ties in American and Europe and obtain 
their views on the subject, changing the 
rules if that course seems better. 

The $200,000 appropriated for the contest 
will be divided as follows: $100,000 for a 
grand capital prize; $50,000 to be 
into a number of subsidiary prizes; $50,000 
devoted to the conduct of the competition 
and the payment of its expenses. 


AGREEMENT ON EXCLUSION. 


Conferrees Decide to Adopt the Senate 
Anti-Chinese Bill, with Some Altera- 
tions—One Point Still Open. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—The conferrees 
on the Chinese Exclusion bill have practi- 
cally reached an agreement. The main feat- 
ures of the Senate bill have been adopted, 

but there are some alterations. 

Under the agreement the Senate. substi- 
tute becomes the exclusion measure, but 
the House conferrees have secured a con- 
cession specifically re-enacting ten sections 
of the Exclusion act of 1888 The point still 
open is as to extending the exclusion in- 
definitely after May 5 next.

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WAR DEPARTHENT’S 
BREACH WITH SENATE 


Gen. Hawley’s Army Bill a Slap at 
Mr. Root: 


Increases Gen, Miles’s Power 


Eliminates General Staff System, 
Which the War Secre- 


tary Favors.

WASHINGTON, April —There is no 
longer any attempt to conceal the breach 
between the War Department and the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of the Senate. 
Gen. Hawley, Chairman of the committee, 
to-day introduced a bill which, like 
tary Root’s bill, is *‘ to increase the eftfi- 
ciency of the army.” It not only differs 
essentially from Mr. Root’s bill, but it in- 
creases the power of Gen. Miles, with 
whom Mr. Root is at war. It makes Miles 
commander of the army in fact as well as 
in name, and does away with the Root 
plan of devolving important duties upon the 
chief staff officers. 

The troublesome feature of*the fight be- 


o 


; tween the War Department and this com- 


mittee is that the most influential and im- 
portant Republican Senators are on Gen. 
Miles's side and nqt favorable to Mr. 
Root. Such Senators as Hoar, Hale, Alli- 
son, Aldrich, and Spooner—the men who 
rule the Senate—are friendly to Miles, “end 
most of them have at one time or another 
warned the President not take sum- 
mary action against Miles. 

Most of the leading Democrats are also 
friendly to Miles and antagonistic to the 
War Department. 

Whether these Senators will go so far 
as to approve Gen. Hawley’s bill, which is 
a blow in Secretary Root's face, is doubt- 
ful. The introduction of this bill, how- 
ever, is interpreted an answer to the 
threats against Miles and a reminder that 
the Administration must look to the Sen- 
ate for support in its projected reorgani- 
zation of the army and afford to 
antagonize the Senate. 

The Hawley bill eliminates the general 
staff system which Mr. Root favors and 
which Gen. Miles opposes. It devolves upon 
Gen. Miles the duties which Mr. Root 
wants deputed to the chief staff officer. 
It provides that “‘ subject to the command 
of the President and general direction of 
the Secretary of War, the Lieutenant Gen- 
eral shall exercise general command over 
the military forces of the United States, 
shall issue army orders, and direct inspec- 
tions of the troops. He shall be charged 
with the instruction, training, discipline, 
and distribution of the army, with the 


preparation and maintenance of detailed 
plans for the mobilization of military 
forces, with the preparation and mainten- 
ance of schemes of offensive and defen- 
sive operations, and with collecting and 
compiling military information, It willl be 
his duty to see that the army is at all 
times suitably and properly supplied and 
equipped and that the munitions of war are 
of the best material and of suitable char- 
acter. He will recommend suitable per- 
sons for promotion and for military hon- 
ors and rewards. He will be assisted in 
his duties by and his orders will be con- 
veyed and executed through the agency of 
the general officers holding commands and 
the general staff of the army.” 

This bill undoubtedly represents the views 
of many prominent Senators. The Ad- 
ministration influence will probably be 
brought to bear against it and it may not 
be pressed. It will remain, however, as a 
weapon to be used in case the contem- 
plated action against Gen. Miles is ear- 
ried to lengths of which the Senate docs 
not approve.

THE BELGIAN SUFFRAGE CRISIS. 
King Leopold Replies to a Petition in 
a Non-Committal Manner—More 
Strikers Resume Work. 
BRUSSELS, April 22.—King Leopoid has 
responded to the petition of the Chamber of 
Commerce asking for his Majesty's inter- 
vention in the present crisis in a concilia- 
tory but non-committal manner. He inti- 
mates that the Government is carefully 
considering the situation, and can be de- 
pended upon to loyally maintain the Consti- 
tion ard fulfill its duty by adopting the 
policy which it deems most useful for the 
well-being and tranquility of the country. 
There was a general resumption of work 
this morning in the factories and conl 
mines of the Liége district; Telegrams re- 
ceived here from Charleroi and La Lou- 
viere show that there has also been prac- 
tically a complete resumption of work in 

those districts. 

The recent strike riots had an echo in the 
Chamber of Representatives to-day, when 
the House, by a vote of 75 to 30, rejected an 
interpellation of M. Van Langendonck, (So- 
cialist,) on the subject of the killing of riot- 
ers by civic guards at Louvain on April 18. 
The question precipitated an angry discus- 
sion between M. van Langendonck and the 
Minister of the Interior. The former char- 
acterized the action of the civic guards as 
The Minister quot- 
ed the official reports, asserting that the 


military acted purely in self-defense. 
Kight members abstained from voting.

**So long as American enterprise is limit- 
ed to what our laws and customs regard us 
legitimate industry, and su long as Ameri- 
can capital is employed in understakings of 
public utility in Great Britain, we have no 
eceusion for apprehension. But the ship- 
ping combine is quite another matter, and 
concerns the public safety.”’ 

Then, repeating the arguments used yes- 
terday by The Daily News and The Daily 
Chronicle, The Standard demands guar- 
antees that British subsidized steamers 
shail not be transferred to the American 
flag, and, on the ground that the national 
safety is the supreme law, the paper urges 
Parliament to see that the proposed ar- 
rangements do not exceed the limits of 
legitimate enterprise. 

In conclusion The Standard says: 

“Tt is not a matter for the Directors and 
shareholders to settle among themselves; 
the country has a right to make its voice 
heard and obeyed.” 

The Daily Telegraph says the White 
Star, Red Star, Atlantic Transport, Domin- 
ion, and Leyland Lines will actually be 
absorbed by the combine. The paper warns 
the public to investigate carefully before 
investing, if any attempt be made to place 
the shares of the combine on the market. 


TOLEDO RAILWAY COMPANY. 


H. Seligman Ask that Their 
Option Be Extended. 


CLEVELAND, Ouio, April 22.--L. and H, 
Seligman of New York, who have been ne- 
gotiating for the Toledo Railway, Light and 
Power Company, one of the Everett-Moore 
syndicate properties, to-day requested that 
thelr option be extended for a period of two 
weeks. 

The matter has been placed in the hands 
of H. A. Everett, who is new in New York. 
It is probable the extension requested will 
be granted. Mr. Everett is also in confer- 
ence with Eastern capitalists who desire 
to purchase the Detroit and Toledo Shore 
Line.

In every house there was intense excite- 
ment the instant the men got inside. Every- 
body in the precinct has been on the 
anxious seat since District Attorney Jerome 
recently announced his plan of thoroughly 
cleaning up a precinct at a time, and they 
have been wondering when he would strike 
their district. 

There was a wild scrambling for points of 
safety when the inmates of the various 
houses saw the raiders at their work. But 
in every case the house had been so well 
surrounded that there was absolutely no 
chance for escape. Men and women in- 
mates were hurried into the patrol wagons 
that had backed up to the doors of the 
houses. 

Some were taken to the Fifth Street Po- 
lice Station, while others, the majority of 
the prisoners, were taken to the Union 
Market Station, Later all those that had 
been taken to the Fifth Street Station were 
transferred to Union Market Station and 
there locked up for the night. 

The trip to the Union Market Station 
was a procession of shouting mobs. When 
the parade of patrol wagons wound up at 
the station house there was a crowd of 
four or five thousand people filling the 
streets. 

Inspector Cross went into the station and 
there confronted Desk Sergeant Morris. 
He explained to him what he had to do and 
made plans for taking the pedigrees of the 
prisoners. To the matron he said that she 
must arrange to care for more than 150 
women prisoners. 

The crowd overran Hamilton Fish Park 
and soon became a howling, laughing, and 
fun-making throng. Nobody but the police 
and reporters were allowed within these 
police lines. Not a bondsman was admitted 
to the station house. 

Some two hundred bondsmen were waiting 
outside the police lines, clamoring for ad- 
mission.

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BLACKMAIL CASES IN COURT. 


President Cantor Appears Against Men 
Accused by Merchants—Prisoners 
Held in $1,000 Each. 


Borough President Jacob A. Cantor was 
the chief witness yesterday morning in the 
Centre Street Police Court against two 
prisoners charged with blackmailing mer- 
chants. The specific complaint against the 
me;i was brought by William Campbell & 


Co., commission merchants, at 185 Reade 


| Etreet, who had paid the men $2. 


The prisoners gave their names as Will- 
iam G,. Carr, forty-seven years of age, and 
William H. Edgeworth, forty years of age, 
residing at the same place, 30 Seventh 
Street. Magistrate Flammer held them in 
$1,000 each on suspicion of having black- 
mailed many merchants while representing 
themselves as from the Bureau of Incum- 
brances. Carr, who said that he was a 
son of an Ex-Secretary of State of the 
same name, was admitted to bail. 

Mr. Cantor said that the men were not 
and had never been connected with the 
Bureau oi Incumberances or the Street 
Cleaning Department. 

Detectives O'Neil and McKenna of the 
Leonard Street Police Station, who made 
the arrests Monday night on Broadway, 
téstitied that Carr and Edgeworth had been 
obtaining money from merchants on the 
ground that, if they did not subscribe to 
a publication called ‘‘A Souvenir of the 
Street Cleaning Bureau Employes’ Asso- 
ciation "' they would have to be careful how 
they obstructed the sidewalks, as the so- 
licitors were members of the Bureau of 
Incumbrances, 

The prisoners denied that they had done 
any wrong, and stated that they had sim- 
ply solicited contributions from merchants 
and advertisements for the publication. 
Contributions and advertisements were 
given voluntarily, they said, and they 
added that they had certificates from the 
Street Cleaners’ Association and _ the 
Knights of Labor, authorizing them to col- 
lect subscriptions and advertisements. 

A copy of last year’s publication found 
on the prisoners was offered in evidence 
by the Policeman. In it there were pictures 
of city officials, sketches of their careers, 
and half-tonesof prominent buildings in the 
city. There was also a ‘“‘dummy”"’ for the 
coming publication, and a _ receipt book 
showing the amounts paid by merchants 
to the solicitors. 

President Cantor, on leaving the court, 
said that he would make a thorough in- 
vestigation into the affair. He said that 
he was determined to put an end to this 
and other forms of blackmail. He said that, 
of course, it would be hard to prove charges 
against those who continued to work under 
“the system" unless those who had paid 
to blackmailers should come forward to 
testify. 

Superintendent O'Connor of the Bureau 
of Incumbrances said that the sending of 
16,000 circulars by the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion. warning members against  black- 
mailers from the Bureau of Incumbrances 
was a foolish performance. 

“There is no use of all this stir,” he 
said. ‘‘The bureau is ready and eager to 
do all in its power to stop this alleged 
blackmailing if the injured persons will 
only come to us, There is no need of 16,000 
circulars if the victims will only come to 
us with their complaints.

NO FUND. 10 DETECT EVIL 


Controller Will Not Pay Bills of 
County Detectives. 


District Attorney’s Protest— He Says 
the Decision Is a Blow at Order and 
Decency, and Will Perpetuate 
Blackmail. 


District Attorney Jerome and Controller 
Grout have disagreed over the question of 
the payment of the bills of county detec- 
tives for expenses incurred in securing evi- 
dence of violations of the Nquor and gam- 
bling laws, and the maintenance of disor- 
derly houses. 

Corporation Counsel Rives, to whom the 
bills were referred, has given the opinion 
that they are proper city charges. Mr. 
Grout does not agree with Mr. Rives, and 
says he will not pay the bills unless com- 
pelled so to do by the courts. 

Mr. Jerome pronounces Mr. Grout’s action 
“the greatest blow at order and decency in 
the community that has ever been dealt, 
and if persisted in will render the system 
of blackmail heretofore existing abso- 
lutely impossible of destruction even 
being interfered with materially.” 

In a letter to the District Attorney, Mr. 
Grout says:

$54 for liquors claimed to 
have been purchased on various Sundays since 
Jan, 1, concerning which the law department 
has advised me that it is a proper city charge. 
I have, however, given the claimant the usual 
notice to appear before me fur examination. I 
desire to know the full facts as they can be 
learned only from such examination. It is but 
fair for me to say to you now, and notwithstand- 
ing the opinion of the law department, I am not 
disposed to believe that public funds can be 
properly expended in the purchase of lNquors 
or gambling chips or in any wise to procure a 
person to commit an offense, and that only an 
order of court will compel me to make such 
payment 

I do not propriety of expending 
public money to detect crime, but I think that 
there is usually a substantial distinction be- 
tween the spending of public money necessary to 
detect crime and the spending of public money to 
induce a specific offense Concerning McLel- 
lan’s bill, 1 can speak more clearly after his 
examination, 

Mr. Jerome was much displeased when 
he received the Controller's letter, and 
talking with reporters said: 

“The result of this action of the Con- 
troller in the face of the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel renders it necessary that I 
should immediately suspend all work looking 
to the detection of violations of the Mquor 
law, the gambling law, and the disorderly 
house law. It also practically prevents the 
Police Department from obtaining evidence 
in gambling cases or in disorderly house 
cases. This office is too much occupied 
with seeking to punish criminals both in- 
side and outside the Police Department to 
have any time or money to spend in litiga- 
tion against the City of New York. 

“Such bills as have already been in- 
curred by my county detectives in order to 
secure evidence of crime and wrongdoing 
I will, of course, pay myself. 

“These services were rendered at my 
direction. I have spent the best fourteen 
years of my life in connection with crimi- 
nal law, and I know of no way in which 
disorderly houses, gambling places, or pool 
rooms can be detected except by spending 
money in the way Controller Grout objects 
to. The Supreme Court of the State has 
decided that a person who buys liquor 
from one selling it contrary to the law 
commits no crime and is not an accom- 
plice of the person selling, and therefore 
the person selling may be convictefi on the 
testimony of the purchaser alone, and in 
all the States of the United States this 
course has been resorted to as the way of 
detecting violations of the liquor laws of 
the respective States. 

“It is impossible for a person to obtain 
access to a gambling house and secure the 
admission of another witness to corrobo- 
rate unless he participates in some of the 
games for the purpose of securing evidence, 
and the frequent convictions on this class 
of testimony in the courts in this city, and 
within a year’s time, is abundant evidence 
that the courts do not look upon this as 
constituting the player's accomplice. 

**In regard to pool rooms one can't enter 
them and secure the admission of a cor- 
roborative witness without making wagers 
therein. The methods necessary to be em- 
ployed in securing evidence against dis- 
orderly houses is so well known and so 
indispensable to be employed that it is not 
necessary to comment upon them. 

‘“*T would institute an action against the 
city to test this question were it not that 
the length of time to elapse before there 
could be an authoritative decision would 
be so great that the term of office of the 
present administration would probably 
have elapsed before a decision could 
had from the Appellate Courts. It seems to 
me that the rule laid down by the Control- 
ler as applicable to my office applies equal- 
ly to the Police Department. 

“If I am correct in this I do not see how 
there can be any further proceedings taken 
by the police to effectually check gam- 
bling, poolrooms, liquor selling against the 
law, and disorderly houses. 

**The only course apparently open to me, 
if I am to continue the work I had hoped 
to do to suppress crime of this character 
and to bring the Police Captains to punish- 
ment for not suppressing this kind of 
crime will be to make an appeal to private 
citizens to furnish the funds necessary to 
accomplish this much-needed work. 

“So far as getting the money is con- 
cerned, I can get what I need from private 
sources, but the result would make my 
work evanescent and would not enable me 
to do what the present administration is 
pledged to do to break up official black- 
mail. So far as the Captains are con- 
cerned, they would have a perfect defense 
when charged with failure to suppress vice, 
as they could not secure evidence without 
spending money, and no duty devolves on 
Police Captains to spend money with the 
ultimate possibility of collecting it through 
suit against the city. i 

**Should I obtain the money from private 
individuals, I would be able only to sup- 
press temporarily some mt | houses, 
many poolrooms, and several disorderly 
houses, but I could do nothing effectively in 
the way of compelling police co-operation 
and punishing dishonest police officials, It 
is extremely rare that a pomoeeas. even a 
subordinate, can be caught with the goods 
on him. He can only be punished by show- 
ing that so many places were running in 
his precinct which he ought to have sup- 
pressed that the inference of neglect of 
duty is irresistible. 

“In my judgment the Controller's decis- 
fon is the greatest blow at order and de- 
cency in the community that has ever been 
dealt, and if persisted in will render the 
system of blackmail heretofore existing 
absolutely impossible of destruction or even 
being interfered with materially.” 

Controller Grout, after reading Mr. Je- 
rome’s statement, smiled and said: 

“I don't agree with him that it makes 
it necessary to suspend all work. If he 
thinks I am wrong he can go to the courts 
and determine it very quickly. It is all 
nonsense for him to say that a decision in 
the ey Division would probably not 
be reached before this administration went 
out of office. With a little diligence, of 
which he seems to boast, he should get a 
decision in_June or, at the very latest, in 
the early Fall. 

“There is only one thing about it. Either 
I am right or I am wrong. If I am right, 
well and good; he will have to go to the 
Legislature to have the law changed. If I 
am wrong. he must get the courts to say 
oe. as I will not belleve it from any one 
else. 

“This paying for collecting evidence 
without procuring it is all wrong. Here is 
a man who brings me a bill for fifty-odd 
dollars, with itemized lists of accounts. all 
but a few cents for beer and whisky, beer 
and cigars, &c. The only other thing in 
the account is the date and place where 
they were procured. He does not show that 
any evidence was secured or any prosecu- 
tions or revocations of licenses. Until he 
does he will not get his money. Of that 
you can rest assured.” 


POLICE AND A WARDMAN 
GUARD ALLEGED POOLROOM. 


The Methods Employed at 20 Dey 
Street, Where Messrs. Philbin and 
Jerome Made a Famous Raid. 

An anonymous letter, signed “A Dey 
Street Merchant,"" was received by Tue 
New YorRK Times yesterday, in which the 

writer stated: 

“There is a poolroom at 20 Dey Street 
that is running full blast, with policemen 
stationed outside of the place. These po- 
licemen guard the door and allow bettors 


to enter the poolroom. The ‘ wardman’ is 
also there.”’ 

‘A reporter for THe Times visited the 
place yesterday and found that all that the 
correspondent had stated in his letter was 
true, if the statements of men going in and 
out of the place could be relied upon. In 
tront of the door at 20 Dey Street there 
were two policemen and the ‘‘ wardman” 
of the precinct. They paid no attention to 
those who entered with the exception of 

reeting a few friends, with whom they 
fiscussed the results of the races.

dna “the “ wardman” opened into a nar- 
row vestibule. In the rear of this vestibule 
was another door with ground glass screens 
protected by a heavy iron grating. An elec- 
tric bell at one side of the door being 
touched, a slide in the glass pane opened, 
and a negro lookout inquired if the visitor 
was a member of the ‘“‘club,’’ This look- 
out stood at the foot of a flight of stairs 
leading up to a large square room. At the 
top of the stairs stood another lookout, who 
is supposed to know by sight every member 
of the “ club,” 

After passing the lookout at the top of 
the stairs the visitor finds himself in a 
large square room filled with men. The 
walls of the room are bare, and one side is 
screened off by a partition running to the 
ceiling. There are two slits in this parti- 
tion covered by leather flaps, and from a 
nail above the slits hang bunches of ow wel 
slips attached to a cord. Any one desiring 
to place a bet on a horse need only write 
out the name of the horse, whether he is 
playing him to win or for place, the amount 
of money bet, the odds, and the number of 
the bettor’s “club” ticket or his name. 
The bettor, after he has made out his slip, 
has only to roll up his money in it and 
shove it into one of the slits in the partition. 
After the race is over, if the bettor has 
won, he makes out a duplicate slip to the 
one he put in the first slit and places it in 
the second slit. After waiting for a minute 
the amount of money he has won is pushed 
out through the slit. 

There are no cards on the wall, as was 
the custom of the old-time poolroom. These 
cards are let down through slits in the 
ceiling by men on the floor above, who 
make them out armi lower them just before 
the running of each race. The only 
son connected with the place whom the bet- 
tor sees while placing his bets is the look- 
out at the top of the stairs. 

In the vestibule by which the visitor en- 
ters the place there is a third door leading

RAID ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Prisoners Taken and Poolroom Para- 
phernalia Seized in a Room in 
Seventy-fifth Street. 


The District Attorney's office and the 
Society for the Enforcement of the Crim- 
inal Law joined forces yesterday afternoon 
in a raid on an alleged poolroom at 211 
West Seventy-fifth Street. Six prisoners 
were taken into custody, together with a 
telephone, four bundles of alleged racing 
sheets, tickets, and other articles. 

Besides Detective Wood and 
Smyth and Donahue, his assistants, there 
were Assistant District Attorney Miner, 
County Detectives Hammond, Reardon, and 
Dillon, and Policeman Walsh, who is at- 
tached to the District Attorney's office. 

Armed with two warrants, sworn out be- 
fere Magistrate Brann, in Centre Street 
Court, by Agent Smyth of the society, call- 
ing for the picket and card hanger in the 
alleged poolroom, the raiders visited the 
place about 3:80 o’clock. The house at 211 
West Seventy-fifth Street is a two-story 
brick building, and is occupied on the lower 
floor by a family, according to the detec- 
tives. The alleged poolroom was in the 
five small rooms on the second floor, to 
which entrance was gained through one 
door leading from the hall. 

According to Detective Wood, the raiding 
arty walked into the apartment and found 
200 men within. The alleged picket and 
card hanger, for whom warrants were out 
were served before the crowd packed into 
the little rooms discovered what was hap- 
pening, and then there was a rush for the 
one door leading out into the hall. 

While the crowd was trying to get out 
Detectives Reardon, Hammond, and others 
broke into the office in the front of the 
apartment, which was boxed off. There 
they arrested four men who were inside.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—The Weather Bu- 
Teau’s weekly summary of crop conditions is as 


follows: 

The week ended April 21 was warmer than the 
average in the Pacific Coast and Rocky Moun- 
tain regions, in the Missouri Valley and the 
northern districts to the eastward; it was tog 
cool in the Middle Atlantic and Southern States 
and decidedly dry over the greater part of the 
central valleys and Middle Atlantic States. Rain 
is badly needed throughout the Rocky Mountain 
districts and central valleys and would prove 
beneficial in the Middle Atlantic States, while 
excess of moisture has hindered farm work in 
portions of the Central Gulf States. The latter 
part of the week was marked by abnormally high 
temperatures in Kansas and Nebraska, intenst- 
fying the drought conditions in those States. The 
general weather conditions, although not con- 
ducive to rapid advance of vegetation, were 
very favorable for farming operations in nearly 
all parts of the country. 

The progress of corn planting has been rather 
slow, except in Misecuri and the Southern States, 
this work being about finished in the Central and 
West Gulf districts. A large acreage of ground 
is prepared for planting in the States of the cen- 
tra! valleys aud some planting has been done in 
Southern Illnols, but none elsewhere northward 
of the Ohio. The early planted is coming 
up in Southern Kansas, where cultivation has 
begun. 

Winter wheat has continued to make slow 
growth and on the whole is in less promising 
condition In the principai Winter wheat States of 
the central valleys than at the close of the previous 
week, Moisture and milder temperatures are 
generally needed for this crop throughout these 
districts and also in the Middle Atlantic States, 
The outlook tin California continues promising 
and the crop has experienced improvement on the 
North Pacific Coast. 

The germination of carly sown Spring wheat 
over the southern portion of the Spring wheat 
region has been slow, and seeding has been re- 
tarded by freezing in North Dakota. The Rec 
River Valley lands In Minnesota are drying nice- 
ly, and seeding began on the 15th. Some re- 
seeding will be necossary in Minnesota as a re- 
sult of the dust storm of April 10 and 11. Seed- 
ing has progressed favorably on the North Pacific 
Coast. 

In the Missouri and Central Mississippi Valley 
States oats are making slow growth and are 
much in need of rain and warm weather. In the 
Southern States a very general improvement is 
indicated. Seeding is well advanced in the North- 
ern distficts, excepting New England and the 
northern portion of the Middle Atlantic States. 

Very good progress has been made in cotton 
lanting. except in portions of Tennessee, the 
arolinas, and Florida, and planting is nearing 
completion over the southern portion of the cot- 
ton belt. Over most of Texas cotton is up to 
satisfactory stands, and plowing and chopping 
are well under way. 

In Maryland and Tennessee tobacco plants are 
doing well, but in Virginia, the Carolinas, and 
Kentucky they are small and in places irreg- 
ular. Some transplanting has been done in South 
Carolina. 

The general

NEW BLACKMAIL 


Steamship Company’s Counsel the 
Accuser Before Mayor Low. 


MR. DADY’S NAME MENTIONED 


Brauer Corporation Alleges that $40,000 
Was Demanded for Docking Priv- 
ileges Under Pain of Seri- 
ous Delay. 


Serious charges affecting the integrity of 
certain politicians and citizens were made 
yesterday at a hearing before Mayor Low 
on the application of the Brauer Steamship 
Company to secure Pier 33, East River, as 
a closed pier. 

The statement was made by L. E. War- 
ren of 31 Nassau Street, Vice President 
and counsel for the Brauer Company, that 
intimations had been made that if the com- 
pany would put up $40,000 in the hands of 
Mr. Dady it could secure the dock privi- 
leges required. 

The Mr. Dady referred to was said to be 
Col. Michael J. Dady, the Brooklyn poli- 
ticlan, who is in Havana, Cuba, and is ex- 


The hearing was brought about by Mc- 
Dougall Hawkes, Commissioner of the 
Dock Department, and he wanted a thor- 
ough investigation of all matters connected 


with the Brauer Company and its docking. 

After several merchants and others had 
opposed the proposition of the company, 
Mr. Warren arose in reply. The following 
is a transcript of the notes of Mayor Low’s 
stenographer of what Mr. Warren said 
after alluding to alleged differences be- 
tween Mr. Hawkes and Mr. Brauer: 

1 had reasun to believe that as an independent 
Democrat when I joined the forces of this or- 
ganization last year that we would have a fair 
administration, and that we would not have to 
go through the same procedure as formerly, and 
that we would not have to pay a broker for the 
purpose of getting justice done, and for anything 
to be done in the line of a favor. The time was 
when it was a matter of necessity, but we have 
been approached in the same way through the 
same old channel, through the same _ repre- 
sentative, and because we sat down in cold 
blood and refused to have anything to do with 
them, they toll us that they would block us at 
every turn and put everything in our way. 

Mayor Low--Don’t you know we have asked 
you to make these charges and you have de- 
chned to make them? What do you mean by 
making such statements here? 

Mr. Warren—I mean just as I say exactly. 

The Mayor—If you will make yourself explicit 
and give the names as we asked you-- 

Mr. Warren—I state we were asked by Mr 
Bowman, a broker, to approach a Mr. Gallaher 
and Mr. Gallaher told us that if we would put 
up $40,000 we could have the Thirty-fourth Street 
Dock: I make that statement. We declined to ac- 
cept.

asked me, Mr. Mayor, 
question I cannot answer. Who he ts I do 
not know. I am not a man who travels in a 
line with these people, and yst the man exists 
among people and lives right here in this city. 
I do not know who he is, but I do know that 
Mr. Bowman has approached this company, and 
through tim, not Mr. Gallaher, who told us that 
Mr. Dady of Brooklyn would get us the privilege 
if we would put up $40,000. I did not believe it 
when he said it because I knew that the time 
had come when that thing had ceased. _ 

The Mayor--You have mentioned Mr. Dady— 

Mr. Warren—He said that if we would put that 
money in the hands of Mr. Dady we could get 
the dock. That was the statement made to our 
representative. I do not know and I did not 
know whether $40,000 or $100,000 was the 
amount necessary. But it is the influence that 
has been brought to bear on this steamship com- 
pany in this matter which had to with the per- 
sonal feeling that has been created betw2en the 
Commissioner and Mr. Brauer. 

Here Mr. Lawrence, of Lawrence, Ger- 
rish & Co., a warehouseman on the lower 
east side water front, interrupted with the 
remark: 

“Mr. Gallaher is one of our most re- 
spected citizens and business men in that 
locality. He is the manager here for the 
Vermont Central Railroad Company.” 

When Mayor Low opened the hearing he 
remarked: 

“The Brauer Steamship Line has been 
trying for several months to get per- 
manent accommodations and the city would 
like to help them."' 

The Mayor reserved decision on the ap- 
plication. 


WHAT MR. 


Mr. Brauer was seen at 
Whitehall Street. He said: 

‘“‘In this matter I have been acting in co- 
operation with detectives from the Central 
Office. W. L. Bowman of 62 Wall Street 
called me frequently on the telephone. I 
knew his voice. He wanted me to write a 
letter pledging to deliver $40,000. I was to 
take the money, hand it to him, and turn 


} my_ back. He said: ‘Suppose Dady and I 
took a vault together, each having a key.’ 
A friend of Dady's was to act for him in 
his absence. The name of that friend was 
said to be Phillips.’”’ 

‘‘Do you mean ex-Police Commissioner 
Phillips? ’’ the reporters asked. 

‘*T don't know,” replied Mr. Brauer, who 
continued: ‘‘ The night before Mr. Dady 
left for Cuba Mr. Bowman called me up 
and said that that party, meaning Dady, 
was going away, and I said I supposed he 
would come back.” 

Here Mr. Brauer produced a mass of 
typewritten matter, which he said was 
evidence relating to the case, and added: 

‘*Detectives took Mr. Bowman to the 
District Attorney's office on March 18. 
Now, Mr. Low has invited evidence about 
blackmail. Here it is. He can’t turn me 
down. Bowman finally reduced his de- 
mand to $10,000. It was told me that Dady 
was acting through a friend in Brooklyn, 
who was friendly with Commissioner 
Hawkes. In the latter part of February 
this year we paid blood money to Bowman 
for the use of Pier 33." 

Here Mr. Brauer produced a copy of a 
receipt alleged to be signed by Bowman, 
dated Feb. 27, 1902, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of $500. _Mr. Brauer did not produce 
the original, but said he would do so at 
the proper time. 

“TUpeto Feb. 1, 1902."" sald Mr. Brauer, 
“all my dealings with Bowman were seem- 
ingly legitimate. He said he was collect- 
ing for Mr. Gallaher; that he got 10 
per cent., and that the balance went to 
Dockmaster James Fleming and Gallaher 
after something had been taken for a 
party not named. Mr. Dady never figured 
in theses transactions. 

‘Commissioner Hawkes sent for me and 
asked me to sign a letter preferring charges 
against Fleming. I refused, saying: ‘ You 
can’t buy me like this.’ Thev wanted me 
to make a scapegoat of the Harbormaster, 
but I wanted Hawkes.”’ 

Mr. Bowman was not at his office. where 
it was said he was at Southold, L. I. 

Commissioner Hawkes, who is earnestly 
seeking to investigate the matter to the 
bottom, remarked: 

‘*T have asked Mr. Brauer to put his 
charges in writing. He has not done so. 
From that you can see what there is in 
them.”’ 

At the District Attorney's office it was 
stated by Assistant District Attorney Miner 
that the allegations against Fleming had 
been sent there, but that Mr. Brauer had 
not called to back them up. Nothing had 
been sent to the office bearing on the al- 
leged transaction involving $40,000. An- 
other assistant made a similar statement, 
and both seemed to treat the allegations 
of Mr. Brauer and Mr. Warren lightly. 

In a statement made later Mr. Brauer 
said he had two telephones in his office, 
one in a booth and another on a desk. 
When he communicated with Bowman 
about Dady, who was styled ‘the king.” 
he had a stenographer taking notes at one 
of the telephones. Mr. Brauer said he had 
never seen Mr. Dady, 
said: 
“They don’t intend giving us any pier. 
They are only trying to look fair. We have 
independent steamers and are fighting the 
trust. So they want to close us out. This 
hearing before Mayor Low won't amount 
to anything, although I am convinced he 
is a conscientious man, and not in any 
way connected with those fellows.” 

Mr. Gallaher denied all knowledge of the 
alleged proposed bribe, and said he had 
never met Dady or Warren. He had been 
to Brauer’s office on legitimate business. 

“If Bowman did anything,”’ said Mr. Gal- 
laher, ‘‘he did it as the agent of Brauer. 
I know nothing of it. I did do some busi- 
ness for Brauer and paid Dockmaster 
Fieming the $162.50, the city’s legal charge 
for woreage. 

Mr. Fleming, the dock master, denied em- 
phatically last night that he was in any 
Way concerned in the case. 

**T was greatly surprised,’ he said, “at 
what I read in the afternoon papers. So far 
as Mr. Bowman is concerned, I never even 
saw the man, and only knew of him as a 
broker. I never saw Mr. Dady. My deal- 
ings with Mr. Gallaher were confined to a 
visit he made me in January, to find out if 
I could berth one of the new Hamburg 
a I did berth two or three ves.

I want to punish myself for my un- 
kindness. If you don’t let me feel that I 
am suffering and thus atoning for the 
wrong. I am afraid I shall kill myself.”’ 

Sergt. Shiels finally agreed to lock her 
up on the charge of vagrancy, placing her 
under the care of Detective Courtney, and 
asking him to explain the matter to Judge 
Hogan. 

The young woman was the centre of at- 
tention when she was arraigned in Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court a few hours later, 
not only because of her strange request 
and the mystery with which she _ sur- 
rounded it, but because of her ladvlike, 
modest appearance, Her courage had not 
failed her during her hours of confinement 
in the police station, and when the Magis- 
trate told her he would send her to the 
State Reformatory for Women at Bedford, 
but that the term of commitment couid 
not be for less than three years, she re- 
plied, simply: ‘I will go there.

TWENTY YEARS AMONG MANIACS 


Prisoner Released from 
Asylum May Now Have to Stand 
Trial for Murder. 

Justice Marean in the Supreme Court in 
Brooklyn yesterday granted an order re- 
leasing Theodore Bung, an alleged mur- 
derer confined in the Matteawan Asylum 
for the Criminal Insane, and turning him 
over to the custody of the Warden of the 
City Prison in Manhattan. He expressed 
the opinion that the man would now have 
to stand trial for an indictment for murder 


in the first degree found against him near- 
ly twenty years ago. 

This indictment, found in 1884, accused 
Bung, who prior to that time had been a 
drug clerk in Third Avenue, Harlem, of 
killing his employer. A plea of insanity 
was made in his behalf and in September 
of that year he was examined before a 
Sheriff's Jury as to his condition, and was 
formally declared insane and sent to the 
Matteawan institution. Recently he com- 
municated with Ambrose H. Purdy, the 
lawyer and politician, requesting him to in- 
stitute habeas corpus proceedings in his 
interest, claiming that he was sane and had 
been for the last four years. 

Purdy interested himself in the case, with 
the result that Bung appeared. On the 
stand Bung testified that he had grown 
tired of being in Matteawan, and told at

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The question 
of reciprocity with Cuba formed the sub- 
ject.of an important preliminary confer, 


ence on the part of a majority of the Re- 
publican Senators to-day, The result of the 
meeting may be summed up as follows: 

There will be an early meeting of the 
Senate Committee on Relations with Cuba 
to take up the question on the basis of 
the House bill, which is now before that 
committee; the Republican members of 
the committee will act together in formu- 
lating a substitute for the House bill, and 
none of them are to co-operate with the 
Democratic members of the committee; the 
hill thus azreed upon by the Republican 
members will be submitted to a Republican 
caucus of the Senate and made a parity 
measure. 

With the exception of Senator Spooner, 
all the Republican members of the Cuban 
Committee attended to-day’s meeting, and, 
it is understood, gave their adherence to 
the programme he leaders of the move- 
ment express confidence that it will be 
possible to report a bill out of the commit- 
tee. and say their confidence also extends 
to the point of the passage of the bill by 
the Senate. 

Senators Aldrich, Hale, Platt of Connecti- 
cut, and Hanna were most outspoken in 
their expression of opinion that reciprocity 
legislation is demanded by the exigencies 
of the occasion. Senator Foraker intimat-

The consensus of opinion seemed to be 
that a bill granting not to exceéd 25 per 
reduction should be reported, and 
there was unanimity as to the advisability 
of eliminating the House provision striking 
out the differential duty on refined sugar. 

The Democratic Senators also were more 
or less engaged to-day with the sugar ques- 
tion. The Democratic consultations gener- 
ally had referred to Senator Teller’s reso- 
lution providing for an inquiry as to the 
holdings of the present stock of sugar, and 
there Was at one time a practical assurance 
that sufficient votes could be secured to 
pass the resolution. The result of the Re- 
publican conference may change the situa- 
tion in that respect. 


NEW TREASURY RULING. 


No Certificates Need Accompany in- 
dorsed Government Checks or 
Warrants Hereafter. 
WASHINGTON, April 22,-One of the 
most important decisions made in years in 
the Treasury Departnient was announced 
to-day, and will be welcomed by the busi- 


ness men of the country as abolishing an 
annoyance they have experienced in con- 
nection with Government business. Here- 
tofore the Government has insisted, 
through the Sub-Treasuries, that all Gov- 
ernment checks and warrants not only 
must be fully and completely indorsed in 
the regular way, but also must be accom- 
panied by a certificate showing the au- 
thority of the indorser so to indorse the 
check. This has frequently given rise to 
vexatious delay which has annoyed bank- 
ers and business men everywhere. The 
Government heretofore has not deemed or- 
dinary indorsements accepted by banks as 
sufficient. 

By a ruling of the department, made to- 
day, Sub-Treasurers throughout the coun- 
try will hereafter pay Government war- 
rants and checks when indorsed, and in- 
dorsement guaranteed, by the banks pre- 
senting the same for payment. ‘Ihis re- 
duces the proposition to one of simple busi- 
ness caution, and hereafter the Government 
will pay warrants much as a cautious busi- 
ness man or banker would pay similarly in- 
dorsed paper. 


PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT BILL. 


Mr. Rawlins Denounces the Senate 
Measure—The Power It Confers on 
the Philippine Commission. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—Formal discus- 
sion of the bill temporarily to provide a 
government for the Philippine Islands was 
begun in the Senate to-day. Mr. Rawlins 
oi Utah, the leading minority member of 


the Philippine Committee, denounced the 
bill as an unwarranted imposition on the 
Filipinos, declaring that it would establish 
one of the foulest oligarchies in the history 
ot the world. He maintained that the Phil- 
ippine Commission was given too great 
power, and asserted that under the bill's 
provisions the islands would be exploited 
tor private gain. 

Discussing the commission’s powers, he 
says: ‘‘ All property rights in the islands 
and the fate of their inhabitants are turned 
over to the control and disposition of the 
commission. The commission may declare 
war and make peace, raise armies and pro- 
vide navies, regulate commerce with all 
sorts of discriminations between islands 
and ports, levy taxes without limit and 
without uniformity. It may coin money 
and regulate the value thereof, and may 
establish religion and punish those who do 
net conform to its tenets. It may destroy 
free speech, and punish as an act of sedi- 
tion the publication of the truth. It can 
establish an inquisition, devise and apply 
methods of torture, compelling persons to 
be witnesses against themselves and dis- 
information which the commission 
may desire to extort. It is useless to say 

at this power will mot be abused.”’ 


Military Academy Bill Passed. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—The Military 
Academy Appropriation bill was passed to- 
day after the limit of cost of the improve- 
ments at West Point had been reduced 
from six and a half to five and one-half 
millions, and the amount of the appropria- 
tion in the bill from three to two millions. 


FOR SIX NEW WARSHIPS. 


Naval Appropriation Bill Calis for Two 
Battleships, Two Armored Cruisers, 
and Two Gunboats. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to-day com- 
pleted the Naval Appropriation bill. The 
item as to new ships, as finally determined 


upon, is as follows: 

Two battleships of about 16,000 tons dis- 
placement, to cost exclustve of armor and 
armament $4,212,000 each; two armored 
cruisers of about 14,500 tons displacement 
each, to cost exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment $4,659,000 each; two gunboats of 1,000 
tons each, to cost $382,000 each. 

It is provided that the Secretary of the 
Navy may in his discretion direct that any 
or all of the vessels authorized be built in 
such navy yards as he may designate. 
Provision also is made for building one of 
each class of ships on the Pacific Coast, 
and that no contractor shall build more 
than one battleship, cruiser, or gunboat. 

The 16,000-ton battleships will be the 
largest ever authorized for the American 
Navy and among the largest warships 
afloat. The armored cruisers will also be 
exceptionally large for their class, consid- 
erably exceeding the New York and Brook- 
lyn in tonnage. The amount carried by the 
bill is slightly above $76,000,000. 


NEW GOVERNOR FOR ARIZONA. 


N. O. Murphy Will Be Succeeded by 
A. ©. Brodie, ex-Officer of Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders. 
PHOENIX, Arizona, April 22.—Goy. Mur- 
phy announced to-day that he will resign. 
Alexander O. Brodie, Lieutenant Colonel of 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders, will succeed him, 
having already been named by President 
Roosevelt to take the place upon the ex- 

piration of Mr. Murphy's term. 


Alexander O. Brodie gained celebrity dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war as Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of Roosevelt's Rough Riders. 
the First United States Volunteer Cavalry. 
Although his stay in Cuba was brief, he 
demonstrated his military quality. His pro- 
motion from Major was made after he had 
been severely wounded in the fight at Las 
Quasimas. 

Col. Brodie is a West Point. man, al- 
though he was a civilian at the time he de- 
cided to join the Rough Riders. He was 
appointed to the Military Academy from 
St. Lawrence County, N. Y., and was grad- 
uated in 1870. Upon leaving the Academy 
he was assigned to the First United States 
Cavalry and remained in the service seven 
years, becoming First Lieutenant. 

Lieut. Brodie was an’ active participant 
in various Indian campaigns. He resigned 
in 1877 and engaged first in the cattle 
trade and afterward in mining operations 
in Dakota and Arizona. He is fifty-one 
years of age

SOCIAL SCIENCE ASSOCIATION. 


Members at the Meeting in Washington 
Discuss Workers’ Casualties. 
WASHINGTON, April  22.—Casualties 
among industrial workers and the policy of 
indemnification of the victims formed the 
theme of to-day’s discussions of the Amer- 
ican Social Science Association. John Gra- 
ham Brooks, Chairman of the Department 
of Social Economy of the association, 


praised the system in European countries, 
recognizing that in at least 70 per cent. of 
industria] accidents the blame could not be 
properly traced to any person. He said 
this was superior to the system in this 
country of looking for “ individual blame.” 

The English workingman’s compensation 
act was reviewed by A. Maurice Low of 
this city, who suggested that a percentage 
of the workingman’s earnings be retained 
and paid into a benefit fund, to which 
his employer should contribute a certain 
amount proportional to the employe’s 
share. The State also should contribute. 

The scheme for the retirement of super- 
annuated workmen was combated as ftail- 
ing to give the workman security for the 
return of money he puts into the fund in 
case of discharge, &c. President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor pro- 
tested that almost invariably the employ- 
ers resorted to efforts to nullify the finan- 
cial interest of employes in such schemes. 
He urged that trades unionism offered 
more security than Government devices for 
retirement of the superannuated. 

Adna F. Webber, Chief Statistician of 
the New York State Department of Labor, 
in an address on public policy in relation 
to industrial accidents, picked flaws in the 
common law rules as to employers’ Habili- 
ty. He urged that each State have incor- 
porated in contracts for public works pro- 
vision that artisans and laborers employed 
should be assured medical care and a week- 
ly benefit during disablement, and in the 
event of death an indemnity to the family 
of an amount equivalent to at least five 
years’ wages. 


Want the Illinois Central to Extend. 
Special to The New York Times. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis.,. April 22.—Efforts 
are being made by Green Bay, Oshkosh, 
Fond du Lac, and Appleton, Wis., to secure 
an extension of the [Illinois Central lines 
trom Madison north 300 miles to tap this 
part of the State. It is said that the only 
danger that the Illinois Road may refuse to 
accept the inducements lies in the fact that 
by so doing it will be brought into competi- 
tion with the Wisconsin Central. .The Wis- 
consin Road reaches three of the cities and 
has communication direct with the other.

County Detectives Secord, McClellan, and 
Qualls were latef put on the stand. They, 
like Dillon, were subjected to direct and 
cross-examination and concurred with the 
preceeding witnesses as to how the excise 
law was openly violated in Capt. Foody’s 
precinct. In answer to Mr. Olcott they ad- 
mitted that in many places they had trouble 
to secure drinks and in others they were 
refused because of the reason that they 
were looked upon as policemen. This evi- 
dence Mr. Olcott regarded as materially 
favoring Capt. Foody. 

The trial will be resumed this morning, 
and it is expected that the prosecution will 
then finish presenting its case. An ad- 
journment will then be taken until Mon- 
day to allow the defense to complete its 
investigation of some of the places men- 
tioned and witnesses figuring in the trial. 

Ex-Judge Olcott said after yesterday’s 
session that he considered the trial so far 
to be favorable to his cHent. 

“They have not presented any particular 
case yet,”’ he said, ‘‘ where they can show 
that Capt. Foody had’ knowledge of its 
existence."” He said that he would move 
for a dismissal of the charges to-day. 

“I don't know the mind of the Police 
Commissioner,’”’ he continued, “ but if the 
decision is against Capt. Foody I am con- 
fident that the Court of Appeals will re- 
verse it.’’

MR. LINDENTHAL’S DEMAND. 


Commissioner Requests Execution of 
the Plan of Chief Engineer Martin, 


Whom He Removed. 

Commissioner Lindenthal of the Depart- 
ment of Bridges has made a final request 
on the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
to construct four additional loops on the 
Manhattan end of the Brooklyn Bridge to 
relieve the nightly crush of passengers. 
The Commissioner has decided that the 


plan best adapted for the immediate re- 
lief of the bridge- problem, although only 
temporary, is that of ex-Chief Engineer 
Cc.

This plan Peovides for the construction 
of additional “loops of: tracks for trolley 
cars in the station toward the East River. 
The expense of the new loops is to be 
borne by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, and the plans will have to be ap- 
proved, by the Board of Estimate under the 
provisions of the McCarren bridge law 
pt by the Legislature at its last ses- 


on. 

President Greatsinger of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company held a conference 
yesterday with General Manager Bracken- 
ridge and the company's engineers with 
regard tu Commissioner Lindenthal’s letter 
as ng that plans be submitted for four 
additional loops in the Manhattan terminal 
of the betage. at.

ADJUSTING A LABOR DISPUTE. 


National Founders’ Association and the 
Iron Molders’ Union Appeal to the 
Civic Federation. 


The National Civic Federation succeeded 
yesterday in bringing together in an ami- 
cable conference representatives of the Na- 
tional Founders’ Association, the largest 
organization of employers in a single trade 
in this country or in the world, and of the 
Iron Molders’ Union of North America, 
and thereby avoiding a labor conflict all 
over the country. 

The conference took place in the office 
of Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the 
Civic Federation, in the Mission Building, 
Fourth Avenue and Twenty-second Street. 
The National Founders’ Association, which 
has connected with it 500 firms in the 
United States, Canada, and the Sandwich 
Island, and employs 45,000 men, was 
represented by President W. D. Sargent, 
F. F. Towne, Vice President, of Stamford, 
Conn.; A. C. Pessano of the George V. 
Cresson Company of Philadelphia, R. 4 

eed of the H. B. Smith Company of West- 
ield, Mass., and John A. Penton, Secre- 
tary and Commissioner of the National 
Founders’ Association. The union was rep- 
resented by Joseph F. Valentine, First Vice 
President, of incinnati, Ohio; M. J. 
Keough, Second Vice President, of Troy, 
N. Y.; David Black, editor of The Iron 
Molders’ Journal; William <A. Perrine, 
business agent of the Iron Molders’ Con- 
ference Board, New York, and James 
Flanigan of Elizabeth, N. J. 

The conference was called to discuss de- 
mands made by the union as to wages and 
shop conditions and a demand for the nine- 
hour work day, ten hours being the present 
work day in the foundries. The question 
of wages and shop rules was discussed 
yesterday, and a joint committee was ap- 
pointed to collect statistics from the vari- 
ous foundries as to rules and rates of 
wages. This committee will report at an- 
other conference on May I. 


REVOLT IN LABOR FEBERATION. 


Henry White, General Secretary of the 
United Garment Workers of America, a 
body affiliated with the American Federa- 
tion 8f Labor, and numbering about 40,000 
members, stated yesterday that the gar- 
ment workers had resolved to decline to rec- 
ognize the validity of an act of the Execu- 
tive Council of the federation and to ap- 
peal at the next National conyention to the 
other affiliated unions for support against 
President Gompers and his associates in 
what Mr. White and the men he represents 
regard as an unconstitutional act. 

The trouble, Mr. White said, grew out of 
recent happenings in Chicago. There, to 
certain taflors—makers of so-called ‘ cus- 
tom clothing ’—was recently granted by 
the Executive Council of the federation 
a charter under the name of the Custom 
Clothing Makers of America, and recog- 
nized as a National body apart from the 
United Garment Workers. Mr. White de- 
clared that his union claimed the control of 
the custom tailoring trade, and included 


among its members many men working in 
shops where garments are made to meas- 
ure—plain English for ‘custom tailoring.’ 
This control had been recognized. by, the 
Journeyman Tailors’ Union, which is the 
other National union of tailors. 

Mr. White went on to say that the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which consists of 
many independent bodies, each controlling 
a trade, was organized on democratic prin- 
ciples and in protest against the centraliz- 
ing tendencies of the Knights of Labor. 
These centralizing tendencies have now 
broken out in the federation, and encroach- 
ments of the Executive Ceuncil upon the 
several National trade unions’ internal 
matters have been complained of at Nar 
tional conventions of the federation for 
some years. The action of the garment 
workers is, Mr. White considered, the first 
open refusal of any of the federated 
unions to obey the unconstitutional orders 
of the central body, and the beginning of 
what he thinks is likely to be a widespread 
revolt against the methods and encroach- 
ments of President Gompers and the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Federation of Labor. 


VOLUNTEERS OF AMERICA. 


Gen. Ballington Booth and his wife, who 
is affectionately called ‘ pe little mother ”’ 
by those who know her through an ac- 
quaintance begun when she visited them 
behind prison bars, were greeted last night 
by a gathering of friends of the Volunteers 
of America in the Young Men's Christian 
Association Hall, Twenty-third Street and 
Fourth Avenue. 

Gen. Ballington Booth told of the organi- 
zation's work. During the last six years, he 
said, the society had raised $81,012.65 in 


support of its own rents and work, attragt- 
ed 1,308,187 persons to its Sunday and weck- 
night meetings in halls, and 2,538,270 to 
13,763 open-air services. The work of the 
Volunteers’ Prison League,: under the guid- 
ance of Mrs. Ballington Booth, he said, 
had organized branches in thirteen State 
prisons, embracing 12,000 prisoners. 

Mrs. Booth followed the General, and 
told of the work she had been doing for the 
convicts. She said that the public idea 
was that convicted mé@n could not be 
trusted; but that the Volunteers had rec- 
ords to the contrary. She quoted from a 
letter received from Sing Sing, which read 
in part: 

‘Experience is a hard teacher. I have 
spent fifteen years of, my life with my 
motto being to do others lest they do me, 
and I have now found that I have only 
succeeded in doing myself.’’ 

“When a man is in that frame of mind,” 
said Mrs. Booth, ‘‘ there should be some 
one to stand by him and bring to him our 
motte, ‘Look up and hope.’ There are 700 
men in a great Western prison enrolled in 
our membership—a pretty good church 
membership.”’ 


HANLAN STROKE FOR YALE. 


Columbia Oarsmen See Evidences that 
Fheir Methods Are Finding Fa- 
vor in» New Haven. 


Because Yale has adopted some features 
of oarsmanship as taught by Edward Han- 
lan to the Columbia crews, the boating men 
at Columbia feel that a high compliment 
has been paid to their coach’s method of 
instruction. Evidences of a leaning toward 
Hanlan’s methods have been noticeable 


this season. Yale men have visited the 
Columbia boathouse and have watched the 
candidates closely, paying particular atten- 
tion to the ‘peculiar points advocated by 
Hanlan. Measurements of Columbia's row- 
ing shells have also been made, and Rud- 
duck, the builder of the fast boat in which 
Columbia finished second at Poughkeepsie 
last July, has been given orders for the 
Yale boats this season. 

The New Haven oarsMien have also fad 
the outriggers of their shells and the oar 
handles lengthened after the plan put in 
operation at Columbia by Hanlan last 
year. It is also said that after the Yale- 
Columbia freshman crew race at. New 
Haven last May several modifications, 
based on Hanlan’s style were made in the 
Yale stroke. 

Yale's desire to get a better conception 
of the Hanlan stroke, it is asserted, is re- 
sponsible for the efforts the New Haven 
collegians have made to get the Columbia 
freshman eight to row at New Hayen again 
this year. Coffin, who rowed 2 in the Co- 
lumbia shell two years ago, is the only 
man at Yale who has ever received any 
practical instruction at Hanlan’s hands, 
and it is regarded as significant that he 
aoe paee put at stroke in the Yale ’Varsity 
shell. :

BASEBALL IN THE COURTS 


View of Supreme Court’s Decision 
Taken by President Shibe. 


LAJOIE TO PLAY IN GAME TO-DAY 


Andrew Freedman Says National 


League Will Soon Take Action in 
Regard to Seceding Players. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—President 
Benjamin F. Shibe of the Philadelphia 
American League Club, after consultation 
to-day with the club’s attorneys relative to 
the Supreme Court decision in the Lajoie 
case, said: 

“The opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
Lajole case applies only to Lajoie, and has 
no reference to any other player. The court 
holds, upon the testimony which was sub- 
mitted by the plaintiff alone, that Lajole 
is an extraordinary player, whose services 
cannot be replaéed, and it is because of the 
extraordinary character of his abilities 
that the decision of the Court of Common 
Pleas, Part V., has been reversed. Be- 
fore an injunction can be secured against 
him or any other player, it will be neces- 
sary to prove that such player possesses 
the extraordinary abilities which are laid 
down as the basis of the Supreme Court 
decision; In other words, this decision 
cannot cover the case of any other ball 
player in the country. Each case will stand 
upon its own particular merits, and it is 
absurd to suppose that the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania or of any other State will 


restrain an ordinary ball player, even as- 
suming that it might restrain Lajoie. 

President Shibe further said that an im- 
pression prevailed here and in other cities 
that an injunction had been issued restrain- 
ing Lajoie from playing with the Ameri- 
can League Club. Such is not the case, 
said he, nor has any application yet been 
made to the court for an injunction to 
restrain Lajoie or any of the other men 
fram p)prying. 

Manager Mack will leave to-morrow 
mornfag for Baltimore, where the cham- 
pionsldp season will be opened in the aft- 
ernooiul.

A. J. Joyner’s Horse Made All the Run-

Doubts that have been growing concern- 
ing the ability of the new crop of Castleton

On the early 
rise Europe and room shorts were the leading 
buyers, ‘while commission houses sold to secure 
rofits.

Not 
until July had dropped to 9.12c was there suf- 
ficient support brought out to steady the market, 
which for the balance of the day was very quiet 
and generally 3@4 points under Monday night's 
prices so far as the present crop months were 
concerned, Strange to say, the new crop options 
held relatively firm all through the session in 
the face of a decidedly bearish weekly 
Government crgp statement. At the close the 
market was quiet and steady, with near months 
1@5 points lower, and far months unchanged to 
1. point higher. Conservative traders were dis- 
posed to warn against short sales until after 
Friday, the first notice day for May. contracts. 
It was argued that a prominent New York spot

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SHIP COMBINE’S GAPITAL 


Will Approximate $170,000,000, 
It Ils Announced. 








$50,000,000 Underwritten by the Syndi- 
cate—60 Per Cent. Taken in Amer- 
ica—No Rate War Looked For. 





The capitalization of the new shipping 
combination will be approximately $170,- 
000,000. Of this amount $120,000,000 will 
represent the capital stock, which will be 
divided into preferred and common stock. 
The common stock will amount to $60,000,- 
000, and the preferred will be $60,000,000. 
The preferred stock will bear dividends at 
G6 per cent., and these will be cumulative. 
Debentures to the amount of $50,000,000 
will be issued, and these will bear interest 
at the rate of 4% per cent. per annum. 

The amount underwritten by the syndl- 
cate is $50,000,000. Of this 60 per cent. was 
taken in this country, and 40 per cent. was 
taken abroad. 

No other lines have come into the com- 
bination, but there is no expectation of a 
rate war, as the German lines have agreed 
to a defensive and protective alliance with 
the new combination very much on the 
lines of the working agreement entered 
into last year, 

There is no truth in the reports that the 
Ships will all dock at the new piers be- 
low Twenty-third Street. There is no in- 
tention at present to make any changes, 
and any statements regarding details which 
may be made at this time are based on 
imagination, according to a statement made 
yesterday by a member of the firm of J. P.

ATLANTIC TRANSPORT CO. 


Terms Upon Which It Enters the Com- 
bination Made Public by Pres- 
ident Baker. 
BALTIMORE, Md., April 22.—President 
B. N. Baker of the Atlantic Transport 
Company to-day made public the terms 
upon which the Atlantic Transport Com- 
pany would go into the combination of 
steamship interests effected by J. P. Mor- 
gan. The deal provides that the new com- 
pany issue three shares of its preferred 
stock and one share of its common stock 
for each share of the stock of the Atlantic 
Transport Company. Par of both the com- 


mon and the preferred stocks will be $100 
a share. 

As each share of the Atlantic ‘Transport 
stock is to get in the aggregate four of 
the shares of the new company the pur- 
chase of the Atlantic Fransport Company 
will call for an issue of'$12,000,000 of stock, 
or four times the $3,000,000 of stock which 
this company has now outstanding. 

It is predicted that the market value of 
the corporation’s new preferred stock will 
be started at $90 a share, and the common 
stock at $40 a share. If these figures are 
worked out they would produce $310 for 
each share of the Atlantic Transport stock 
and represent a valuation of $9,300,000 on 
the total stock of that company. 


TALK OF A RIVAL COMBINE. 


LONDON, April 23.—The Westminster 
Gazette said yesterday it heard that there 
had been a suggestion for the formation 
of a new shipping combine, with the Cunard 
Line as a nucleus, to fight the Morgan 
combination. Thus far, however, the paper 


added, the matter hardly appeared to have 
got beyond the realm of talk, 

It has been said in some quarters, ac- 
cording to The Westminster Gazette, that 
tentative pourparlers in this direction have 
actually been begun, but the paper's in- 
formant said he considered that the nego- 
tiations were more likely to end in the 
absorption of the companies concerned by 
the Morgan concern than in the formation 
of an antagonistic organization. 


GLASGOW, April 22.—Representatives cf 
the Anchor and Allan steamship lines say 
that, although their companies are outside 
the new shipping combination, they are not 
unfriendly to it, or pessimistic as to its 
effects, adding that if it results in uniform 
rates the combine will be regarded as an 
advantage to the other lines. 


GERMAN PAPERS ALARMED. 


The Deutsche Tages Zeitung Calis on 
the Government to Interfere in 
Regard to the Combine. 


BERLIN, April 22.—The German steam- 
ship companies will not be bought outright 
by the Morgan interests; they enter a close 
business confederacy with the American 
and British lines; their ownership will not 
be merged; their independence is safeguard- 
ed, subject only to certain comprehensive 
and advantageous contracts. 

The foregoing is the substance of the re- 
plies made in Hamburg and Bremen by 
Herr Ballin (Director General of the Ham- 
burg-American Line) and Herr Plath and 
Herr Wiegand, (respectively President and 
Director General of the North German 
Lloyd Company,) to inquiring shareholders 
whose positions entitle them to know what 
is being done. While not fully satisfied 
with these assurances, the shareholders 
must wait until the end of May for details 
of the contracts. These will then be sub- 
mitted at shareholders’ special meetings, 
which are to be called to confirm the 
agreements. 

Although not a word to indicate that 
American interests will directly control the 
German lines has been heard from the 


managements of the companies, the opinion 
is almost universal among exporters, nk- 
ers, and politicians that the German com- 
panies have put themselves into a position 
subordinate to foreign influence.

The only opportunity for blackmail is 
that offered in a lax enforcement of the 
law, or its non-enforcement, in the case 
of those who are willing to pay some- 
thing for official indulgence in violating 
it. While it is natural enough that the 
Merchants’ Association should deem it a 
duty in its organized capacity to dis- 
countenance everything which savors of 
blackmail, the question is pertinent: Does 
its membership. want the ordinances 
against unnecessary sidewalk incum- 
brances impartially enforced, and if such 
enforcement is ordered will they not with 
one accord begin to make excuses for 
such violations as are discovered in front 
of their own premises? Unless them- 
selves willing to set an example of cheer- 
ful compliance with the spirit of the ordi- 
nances, and to restrict their use of the 
sidewalk to the proper and necessary 
movement of “‘ goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise in process of loading, unloading, 
shipment, or being received from ship- 
ment,” and to make such obstruction as 
temporary as possible, the association 
would have done well to leave the whole 
subject alone. The produce dealers, re- 
tailers, marketmen, and builders are not 
likely to submit patiently to a more vig- 
orous enforcement of the law than is 
deemed proper in the case of the dry 
goods merchants who now use the side- 
walks for storage, and whose fronts 
would make a visiting foreigner think 
that a mob had thrown up a barricade to 
close the street. 

If the Inspectors of the Bureau of In- 
cumbrances are in the habit of exacting 
blackmail for being discreetly blind to 
what every citizen may see for himself, it 
is fair to assume that those who pay it

The obstructions of 
street or sidewalk concerning which no- 
tice of removal must be given in writ- 
ing, as defined in Sections 193-194 of the 
Revised Ordinances, are stepping stones 
for entering carriages, railings or fences, 
signs, sign or other posts, areas, bay 
windows, porches, stoops, and like struct- 
ural excrescences in front of buildings 
which intrude upon or obstruct the public 
highway. It would be absurd to suppose 
that such an obstruction as a pile of dry 
bales of canvas, or bar- 
rels of potatoes may legally remain 
where they have been put for a mer-

TO RELIEVE THE BRIDGE CONGES- 
TION. 

After much study of the subject, which 
the public had reason to fear’ would be 
barren of results of practicable magni- 
tude and appropriate timeliness, Com- 
missioner LINDENTHAL has approved the 
plan for the relief of the congestion at 
the New York end of the Brooklyn 
Bridge proposed by Chief Engineer Mar- 
TIN in his report of Nov. 25, 1901, and 
proceeded to carry part of it into effect 
with a rush. We congratulate him on 
having reached a very sensible conclu- 
sion, as well as upon the discovery that, 
having accepted a plan, it cannot be car- 
ried into effect too soon. In such cir- 
cumstances as exist nightly at the bridge 
entrance, even an error of judgment in 
prescribing a remedy would be better 
than inaction. It will at least give op- 
portunity for a recrystallization of condi- 
tions which have become encysted by 
custom and resist change chiefly by 
reason of the difficulty offered. to the 
first steps of reform. A mistake may be 
corrected in whole or in part, as may be 
necessary; in this instance the mistake, 
if any has been made, was in not adopt- 
ing Mr. MARTIN’s plan sooner. From his 
long connection with the bridge and his 
intimate knowledge of all its conditions, 
he was the one best able to devise a plan 
of relief immediately available. Prob- 
ably he would not claim for this plan 
that it offered the ideal solution of the 
bridge problem. It was, however, the 
best plan which his intimate study of 
the subject had suggested, and it has 
the advantage of being within the power 
of the Commissioner to carry out. 

The part of the Martin plan which will 
be immediately applied, if Commissioner 
LINDENTHAL’sS somewhat insistent letter 
to President GREATSINGER is respected 
by that gentleman, provides for four ad- 
ditional loops in the Manhattan terminal. 
No increase in terminal area is contem- 
plated, and it is not apparent how this 
partial remedy will be of great or last- 
ing service. However, it is an effort to 
do something, and we congratulate the 
Commissioner that he is sufficiently 
awake to the situation to realize that 
further inaction would damage his repu- 
tation beyond repair. It is not yet so 
well established in public confidence that 
he can afford to take any risks with it. 
His recent letter to The Brooklyn Eagle 
made it unpleasantly evident that his 
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infirmities of temper are capable of 
warping his professional judgment, and 
that when annoyed and angry he does 
not consider either his facts or the lan- 
guage in which he expresses them as 
carefully as he should. He attributes 
the decline in public confidence in him 
as an executive to the efforts of Tam- 
many contractors to discredit the admin- 
istration through him, by inspiring news- 
paper attacks upon his work and plans. 
In this he is mistaken. Tammany is 
not likely to trouble itself very much 
about an official who receives candid 
criticism in such a temper. 


TWO CORPORATION COUNSELS. 

We do not know that Mr. Rivzs is 
particularly sensitive to criticism. But 
it seems that even through the hide of a 
rhinoceros the winged words of his 
predecessor in office might penetrate. 
“J have every reason to believe,” ob- 
serves the Hon. JOHN WHALEN, as re- 
ported by The World, “‘ that Mr. RIvgs, 
for whom I have the highest regard, will 
in the end prove a very competent of- 
ficial.”

AMERICA AND THE BOERS 


Speech by John Hays Hammond at 
a Dinner in London. 


He Says America Sympathizes with the 
Burghers Because “England Has 
Not Condescended to Explain.” 


LONDON, April 23.—‘‘I must advise you 
not to pay too much attention to the ex- 
travagant expressions of friendship of a 
certain well-meaning but discredited class, 
called in America ‘ Anglomaniacs.’"’ This 
was the keynote of a speech made by John 
Hays Hammond, the American engineer, 
last evening before a notable gathering, in- 
cluding Earl Grey and others interested in 
Anglo-American and South African mat- 
ters, at a dinner given in honor of Mr. 
Hammond’s return to England. 

In pungent sentences Mr. Hammond ex- 
plained to his English audience the depth 
of and reason for American sympathy with 
the Boers, and, as “a candid though a 
genuine friend of Anglo-Saxon friendship,” 
he impressed his hearers with Great Brit- 
ain’s total lack of effort to counteract the 
pro-Boer sentiment in the United States. 
With equal frankness Mr. Hammond urged 
that Great Britain be generous in her de- 
mands. ‘‘ Your American friends,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘most earnestly hope that in ar- 
ranging terms of peace wise liberality will 
be shown to the Boers.”’ 

Such a statement coming from one who, 
in the same speech, referred to his impris- 
onment at Pretoria on account of his anti- 
Boer tendencies, produced a rather striking 
effect, 

The American Anglophobes came in for 
equal criticism with the Anglomaniacs’‘in 
Mr. Hammond's remarks. “ Both of these 
classes,"" said Mr. Hammond, “are the 
flotsam and jetsam of the American popu- 


lation. The citizens who compose the im- 
portant body of our population are the ex- 
ponents of Americanism in its highest form. 
They are true Americans, whether of Brit- 
ish, German, or whatever ancestry. It is a 
trite but nevertheless an almost irresisti- 
ble argument that our nations should stand 
together, because blood is thicker than 
water. In default of other reasons this 
sentiment on many memorable occasions 
has prevailed and saved the day. 

“But we must be prepared hencefor- 
ward to urge our claims for conjoint ac- 
tion respecting important international is- 
sues, upon not a racial, but a moral basis, 
namely, that our claim be a just one. For 
I believe that in both nations justice is the 
cornerstone of their international struct- 
ure.”’ 

To the conservative and unbiased section 
of the American community, Mr. Ham- 
mond averred, ‘‘England has not conde- 
scended to explain.’”’ To this lack of conde- 
scension Mr. Hammond attributed the 
‘*general pro-Boer sentiment’’ which he 
found upon his return to the United States 
in 1900. He pointed out that American im- 
pressions of the Boer war were derived 
from the political emissaries of the Boers 
and the writings and speeches of the Brit- 
ish pro-Boers, under which circumstances, 
he said, it was not surprising that the 
“corrupt Transvaal oligarchy, masquerad- 
ing under the name of the ‘ Little Sister 
Republic,’ had secured the aid and sym- 
pathy of America.” 

Elaborating upon his argument in favor 
of generous peace terms, Mr. Hammond 
unfavorably compared Mr. Kruger's atti- 
tude with Gen. Lee’s ‘‘ Christian and patri- 
otte action.”’” But he warned his hearers 
to learn a lesson from another chapter of 
the American civil war by avoiding the 
mistake of the American statesmen who 
endeavored to govern the Southern States 
by Northern office holders, as a result of 
which many years elapsed before the harm 
done by the “carpet bagger’’ was re- 
paired. 

Among those present at the dinner were 
the Marquis of Graham, the Earls of Kin- 
tore, Jersey, Dudley, and Hardwicke, Lords 
Windsor and Harris, and Rear Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford. 


BIG “DRIVE” IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Result Not Yet Known—Two British 
Officers Killed in a Fight 
Last Sunday. 

LONDON, April 22.—Gen. Bruce Hamilton 
has concluded another big “‘ drive’ in South 
Africa, in which seven columns were en- 
gaged over a great area of territory. The 
result of the ‘‘drive’’ is not yet known. 

A casualty list made public to-night also 
shows that the fighting has not ceased. 


Last Sunday two British officers were 
killed near Ficksburg, in the southeastern 
part of the Orange River Colony. One of 
the officers killed was Capt. Sir Thomas 
Fowler, Bart., (son of the late Sir Robert 
Fowler, Lord Mayor of London.) 

Four men were killed, and three officers 
and fourteen men were wounded in an en- 
gagement ir the eastern part of the Trans- 
vaal. These losses were also sustained 
last Sunday. 


BRITISH MULE SHIPMENTS. 


The President Concludes that the Law 
Was Not Violated. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—The-sreport of 
Col. Crowder, who investigated the ship- 


ment of horses and mules to South Africa | 


from the Port of Chalmette, La., was laid 
before the Cabinet to-day by the President. 

While the report is incomplete it 
veloped that the conclusion was reached by 
the President from what he had seen of it 
that there is not sufficient evidence to 


show past or present violation of neu- 
trality, and consequently there is no war- 
rant for intervention. 

There was a conference at the White 
House to-night for the consideration of Col. 
Crowder’s report. Attorney General Knox, 
Col. Sanger, Assistant Secretary of War; 
Adjt. Gen. Corbin, and Col. Crowder at- 
tended it. No announcement of the results 
of the conference was made. It is said that 
the report of the Attorney General has not 
been completed. Some announcement from 
the President, however, is expected very 
scon.

LONDON TRACTION PLAN. 


Clinton E. Dawkins of J. S. Morgan & 
Co. Testifies in Favor of it Before 
the House of Lords Committee. 
LONDON, April 23.—Clinton E, Dawkins, 
a member of the firm of J. 8S. Morgan & 
Co., testified yesterday before the House 
of Lords Committee which is investigating 
the whole question of London underground 

transit. ‘ 

Mr. Dawkins referred to the world-wide 
character of the financial transactions of 
the Morgans, who, he said, would guaran- 


tee to find the capital for the entire new 
underground system. 

There was no doubt, continued Mr. Daw- 
kins, that the necessary money could be 
found in England, but if money was cheap- 


| er in America it could be raised there. Ar- 


rangements had been made to supply the 
rolling stock without having recourse to 
America, 

Mr. Dawkins referred to the tendency of 
the population to move away from the 
congested districts to the outer fringe of 
London, said he thought this ought to be 
encouraged on the ground of public health, 
and pointed out that the only way to re- 
lieve the central congestion was to offer 
rapid transit facilities. 

At the resumption of the sittings of the 
London County Council yesterday strong 
protests were made by many of the mem- 
ers against the Government's persistent 
ignoring of the Council's application_ for 
powers to build tramways and to give Lon- 
don an organized system of traction. This, 
it was declared, had resulted in the me- 
tropolis being now handed over to the 
Yerkes and Morgan interest. It was sug- 
gested by John Burns, M. P., and others, 
that the Government should appoint a 
Royal Commission on this subject, or take 





other measures for the regulation of mu- 
nici traction in order to prevent diffi- 
culties arising from the plans of competing 
foreigners. 

The general opinion cf the Council, how- 
ever, seemed to be that it was now too late 
fo appoint such a commission, and after a 
debate lasting two hours no definite decis- 
ion was reached. 


REVOLT IN ARABIA SPREADS.

W. BOURKE COCKRAN TELLS 
OF HIS VISIT TO THE POPE. 


Says His Holiness Is Stronger than Five 
Years Ago—Talk Was of Ecclesi- 
astical Matters. 


LONDON, April 22.—W. Bourke Cockran 
of New York, who sails for the United 
States to-morrow, described to-day his re- 
cent audience with the Pope. He said: 

“It was five years since I had seen his 
Holiness, and I rather dreaded this visit 
lest I might see some of the cruel inroads 
of age. To my astonishment, I found the 
Pope to be stronger, mentally and physt- 
cally, than when I first saw him. The ac- 
curacy of his memory, the sweetness of 
his veice, and the brightness of those won- 
derful eyes seem to have been accentuated 
rather than diminished by the intervening 
five years. 

‘His Holiness expressed, as he always 
does, his great friendliness for America, 
and exhibited a keen knowledge of Ameri- 
can affairs. Nothing relating to the Phil- 
ippine Isiands or to politics was mentioned: 
our conversation was almost exclusively 
upon ecclesiastical matters. The Pope re- 
ferred to the address I made in New York 
upon the occasion of his jubilee, in which I 
endeavored to point out the logical right of 
his authority and his infallibility. He took 
up this theme, saying how deep was his 
thankfulness to the hand which continued 
to sustain him in fuifilling his great duties, 
and how, as the years passed, his realiza- 
tion of responsibility increased. Yet,’ 
added his Holiness, ‘I feel very deeply 
that all the decrees I may make are as 
equaliy binding upon myself as upon ine 
kumblest member of the Church.’ 

‘With bewed head and wonderful hu- 
mility the Pope portrayed the impersonality 
with which he endows his great authority, 
referring to which he said: ‘I only exer- 
cise it in the hope to save mankind by 
pointing to the road of salvation already 
marked out by the Saviour,’ ”’ 


The Pope Praises American Bishops. 
ROME, April 22.—The address of the 
Bishops of the United States to the Pope, 
on the occasion of his jubilee, was pub- 
lished this evening in the Osservatore Ro- 
mano, the official organ of the Vatican. 
The Pope is replying in a letter in which 
he thanks the Bishops and praises the 
work they have done and are doing in 
“Free America "’ on behalf of religion and 
charity, especially by means of schools 
and other institutions. 





M. SIPIAGUINE’S ASSASSIN. 


It Is Hinted that He Bears an Aristo- 
cratic Name—How He Obtained 
His Disguise. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 21.—It is now 
certain that the earlier reports of the iden- 
tity of the assassin of M. Sipiaguine were 
incorrect. Instead of living nine days in 
St. Petersburg just previous to committing 
the crime he spent'the nine days in a de- 
serted barn at Terioki, just across the 
Finnish frontier. The aide de camp’s uni- 
form which the man wore in order to gain 
access to the Ministerial offices was or- 
dered by his sweetheart at a military 
tailor’s establishment, where she was 
cashier, The uniform was delivered at 
Terioki, and the murderer entered St. 
Petersburg disguised. The girl in the case 
has been arrested. 

It is now even doubted whether the as- 
sassin, who has been known as Balscha- 
neff, was really a student. It is hinted 
that he bears an aristocratic name. 

M. von Plehwe, (ex-Secretary of State for 
Finland,) the successor of M. Sipiaguine, 
in addressing his subordinates on assum- 
ing his new office, said this was a time for 
action and not for talking. He has sent 
Gov. Gens. Bobrikoff and Chertkoff:back 
to Helsingfors and Warsdw respectively, 
and Prince Galitzin to the Caucasus. 


ST. MARK’S HOSPITAL. 


Its Twelve Years of Work and Its Ap- 
peal for Funds. 

St. Mark’s Hospital, an unsectarian in- 
stitution, has completed the twelfth year 
of its work and the Board of Managers are 
now sending out a report calling attention 
to what it has done and asking for funds. 


Since the time of its incorporation, in 


1890, 95,239 nospital days of treatment have | 


been given to poor patients free of charge 
and 22,566 hospital days of treatment were 


given to persons who could only afford to | 
pay less than $1 per day for board. During | 


this period 15,643 outdoor patients made 
40,568 visits to the hospital and received 
treatment, medicine, bandages, &c., with- 
out charge. 

No apparently hopeless cases are refused 
admission to the hospital. The Board of 
Managers say that many improvements 
are necessary to extend the facilities of the 
hospital, and for these funds are needed. 


F. A. MUNSEY’S PURCHASE. 


He Secures the Appleton Estate at 
Riverdale for $125,000, 


Frank A. Munsey has bought, 
H. W. Nichols, from the executors of 
estate of William H. Appleton, the Apple- 
ton country seat at Riverdale on the Hud- 
son, a tract of about sixteen acres of - 
land with riparian rights covering six 
acres. 

There is on the place a large three-story 
stone mansion now occupied under lease by 
Samuel L. Clemens, (Mark Twain.) This 
lease expires in October. It is understood 
that Mr. Munsey pays about $125,000 for 
the property. 


SPURIOUS POSTAL CARD. 


The New York Post Office employes have 
just been advised by the Post Office In- 
spector in charge of the executive division 
that he has learned of the circulation of a 
counterfeit postal card. Its description is 
given as follows: . 


The card appears to be counterfeit. Top of 
name line runs together, genuine is spaced.

It is a 
coated paper not used for cards. The whole 
appears to be a copy from an old worn plate.

THE BRITISH GRAIN TAX. 


Adcpted by the House of Commons— 
Duty on Coarse Meal for Stock 


Feeding Reduced. 

LONDON, April 23.—In the course of a 
debate on the grain tax in the House of 
Commons last evening the Chancellor of| 
the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
announced that offal (coarse meal for 
stock feeding) would pay only 3d. per hun- 
dredweight, instead of 5d. He added that 
the farmers had been greatly disturbed by 
the fear that a heavy tax on offal would 
offset any protective advantage which they 
would gain by the grain duty. 

The Chancellor also expressed his belief 
that the price of bread, which has been a 
half-penny to a penny a loaf higher 
throughout the United Kingdom since the 
budget announcement, would recede as soon 
as the trade had adjusted itself to the new 
conditions. 

The whole evening in the House was oce! 
cupied with the debate on the grain duties, 
which was of a heated character. At mid- 
night the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, the 
Government leader, applied the closure, 
and the grain duties resolution was adopted 
by 283 votes to 197. 


THE DANISH-AMERICAN TREATY 


Debate in the Landsthing—Opposition 
Leader Shown to Have Offered to 
Sell the Islands in 1892. 
COPENHAGEN, April 22.—The Lands- 
thing to-day considered in open session the 
treaty providing for the sale of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States. The Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister, Prof. Deuntzer, 
made a strong speech in favor of the sale, 
answering the various arguments of the Op- 
position against it. He caused a sensation by 
reading statements from United States of! 
ficial publications showing that M. Estrup, 
the leader of the Opposition, offered to sell 


the islands to the United States in 1892,, 
when M. Estrup was Prime Minister. 

Prof. Deuntzer also ridiculed the fear of 
the Opposition that the United States Con- 
gress might refuse to appropriate $5,000,000, 
for the purchase of the islands, and con- 
troverted the arguments advanced against 
the treaty because it does not confer citi- 
zenship and free trade on the islanders, 
pointing out that the Danish Constitution 
did not extend to the islands, and that Dene 
mark did not grant free trade to them, 
while a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States insured the isl- 
ands immediate free trade with the United 
States. 

Ex-Premier Redtz Thott and the Minis- 
terialist leader, Madsen Mygdal, followed, 
praising the growth of liberal institutions 
in the United States, and declaring that the 
sale insured the prosperity of the islands. 

It is expected that a vote on the treaty 
will be taken to-morrow.

The Rev, Dr. A. H. Vinton Is Made 
Episcopal Head of Western Mas- 
sachusetts Diocese.

by the co-consecrators, the Right Rev. Dr, 
Frederick Daniel Huntington, Bishop of 
Central New York, and the Right Rev. Dr. 
Chauncey Bunce Brewster, Bishop of Con- 
necticut. — | 

Besides the presiding Bishops and co-: 
consecrators the following Bishops were! 
present: The presenting Bishops, the Right 
Rev. Dr. William Lawrence of Massachu- 
setts, the Right Rev. Dr. Frederick Burgess 
of Long Island; the preacher, the Right 
Rev. Dr. Henry Codman Potter of New 
York; thé yisiting Bishops, the Right Rev. 
Robert Codman of Maine, the Right Rev. 
Arthur C. A. Hall of Vermont, and the 
Right Rev. W. Woodruff Niles of New 
Hampshire. 

The attending presbyters were the Rev. 
Dr. Leighton Parks of Boston and the Rev. 
Charles Tileston Whittemore of Dorchester. 
The Rev. Dr. Arthur Lawrence of Stock- 
bridge was deputy registrar and the Rev. 
Charles L. Short of Worcester and the 
Rev. A. B. Rudd of New Dorchester were 
masters of ceremonies.

DEATH OF GEN. E. L. VIELE 


Veteran of Two Wars and Indian 
Campaigns Passes Away. 













He Had to Do with Improving Central 
Park, Designing Prospect Park, and 
Constructing the Harlem 
Ship Canal. 





Gen, Egbert L. Viele died at his home, 342 
West Eighty-eighth Street, early yesterday 
a sudden attack of indiges- 
tion and heart disease. He came to New 
York on Monday from his Summer home 
in Tarrytown, intending to attend a ban- 
quet at Delmonico’s that evening, and he 
expected to be present at the wedding of 
a friend yesterday morning. He was 1e- 
garded at the time as being in the best of 
health. He went to the banquet, and about 
midnight complained of being ill. He

Gen. Viele was the son of Judge John L. 
Viele, and was born at Waterford, Sara- 
toga County, N. Y., June 17, 1825. Here he 
spent his childhood and boyhood days, and 
after the necessary preliminary education 
the United States Military 
West Point. He was gradu- 
ated July 1, 1847, and received a commis- 
sion Brevet Second Lieutenant of In- 
fantry, being ordered to the seat of war in 
Mexico. Here he served under Gen, Scott 
and afterward under Gen. Zachary Taylor. 
His duties subsequent to the Mexican war 
were performed on the lower Rio Grande, at

Ringgold Barracks, and Fort McIntosh, 
Laredo, Texas, where he commanded the 
garrison. He conducted successful cam- 


paigns against the Indians, and his reports 
were published with the President's mes- 
sage of that year. In October, 1850, he re 
ceived his commission as First Lieutenant, 
but in 1853 he resigned and came to iive 
in this city. Between 1854 and 1856 he was 
State Engireer of New Jersey, and con- 
ducted a survey of that State. 

iis design for the improvement of Cen- 
tral Park was unanimously adopted by the 
Board of Park Commissioners, of which 
Washington Irving was President and 
George Bancroft and William C. Bryant 
were members, In consequence he was 
made Chief Engineer, and in this capacily 
Was instrumental in bringing the Park into 
its present shape. In 1860 he was chosm 
to design Prospect Park, Brooklyn, but 
the outbreak of the civil war compeiled 
him to abandon his work there before it 
was completed, and he re-entered the mili- 
tary service. 

Gen. Viele was the first to open the pas- 
sage of the Potomac to the defense of the 
capital, In i861 he was commissioned 
Brigadier General of Volunteers. In 1862 
he was assigned as second in command of 
the land forces of the South Atlautic 
pedition, and he captured Fort Pulaski ani 
Norfolk. Fer eighteen months thereafter 
Gen. Viele was Military Governor of Nor- 

- folk, and he was then sent to Northern 
Ohio, where he superintended the ‘drafting 
of troops. In Octobere, 1863, he retired 
from the service. Iii 1885 Gen. Viele was 
elected a member of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress from the Thirteenth New York Dis- 
trict. and he served on the official Board 
of Visitors to West Point, making a report 
jn that capacity which led to improvements 
in the academy.

Gen, Viele was instrumental in securing 
the action of, the Government which led 
to the construction of the Harlem Ship 
Canal. For twenty-five years he had been 
active in promoting the improvement of 
the Harlem River, and he planned and 
superintende2 the improvements of the 
east harbor. Gen. Viele was the author of 
2 ‘** Handbook for Active Service,”’’ which 


was use extensively during the civil war. 
He was also the «uthor of a “ Life of Gen. 
Robert Andersor.”’ One of his most impor- 
tant works was the designing of the “ Top 


ographical Atlas »9f New York City.”’ Gen. 
Viele alsc contributed on scientific topics 
to the current magazires. He was Vice 
President of the American seographical 


Society, President of the Aztec Society, a 
Trustee of the Holland Society, and a mem- 


ber of many leading clubs and social or- 
ganizations, In 18985 he was invited by a 
committee of the British House of Lords 


to advise them upon American Systems of 
municipal improvement. As a member of 
the International Congress of History, he 
delivered the closing address to The Hague 
Congress in 1898 

About a year ago Gen. Viele’s wife died, 
and since that time he has resided the 
greater part of the time at Tarrytown. He 
is survived by two sens and two daughters. 

The funeral will be held at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning at the Church of 8t. Mary 
the Virgin. 


WILLIAM M. RYAN DEAD. 


The Real Estate Broker, Appraiser, and 
Auctioneer Passes Away at the 
Age of Forty. 


William M. Ryan, who, in the various 
capacities of broker, appraiser, and auc- 
tioneer, has been closely identified with the 
real estate business of this city for a period 
of over twenty years, died yesterday after- 
noon at the Hotel Netherland after an iIl- 
ness of seven weeks. Mr. Ryan contracted 
pneumonia early in March. The disease 
developed slowly but with great severity, 
and at one time about three weeks ago his 
life was despaired of. A brief rally after- 
ward afforded some hope of recovery, only 
to be followed by a relapse, which an al- 
ready overtaxed system could not with- 
stand. 

Mr. Ryan was born in this city forty 
years ago. After being educated at St. 
Francis Xavier’s College and at St. Lau- 
rent College in Montreal, he entered the 
real estate office of the late Richard V. 
Harnett about 1880.. In 1885 Mr. Ryan and 


Philip A. Smyth, with whom he had been 
associated in Mr. Harnett’s office, formed 
the partnership of Smyth & Ryan, with 
offices at 66 Liberty Street, and later at 111 
Broadway. This firm was dissolved about 
six years ago. 

As broker, Mr. Ryan conducted negotia- 
tions in some of the largest real estate 
transactions of the last decade in this city, 
but to the real estate public generally he 
was probably best known as a successful 
auctioneer. During recent years, more- 
over, his services were constantly in de- 
mand as appraiser and expert in condemna- 
tion proceedings, and it was in these capa- 
cities that he enjoyed the confidence of 
some of the most important real estate in- 
terests in the city. He was appraiser for 
the Washington Life Insurance Company 
and the American Mortgage Company, as 
well as for several savings banks and for 
numerous law firms having charge of large 
estates. In whatever relation he was 
known, it was no more on accourt of his 
business sagacity than on account of strict 
integrity, a remarkable tenacity of purpose 
and an unswerving friendship. At the open- 
ing of Mayor Low’s administration Mr. 
Ryan was offered an appointment as Tax 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Ryan was a resident of this city until 
three years ago, when he moved to Morris- 
town, N. J. His wife, who died about five 
years ago, was Miss Agnes Geraty. Four 
children, three daughters and one son, the 
oldest about fifteen, survive him, together 
with his mother, Mrs. Mary A. Ryan, and 
two brothers, Vincent A. and Thomas A. 
Ryan. 

Mr. Rvan was a member of the New York 
Athletie Club, the Morristown Field Club, 
the Catholic Club, the Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick, and the New York Council of the 
Knights of Columbia. He was also for two 
terms President of the St. Francis Xavier 
Alumni Sodality.

THE ILLINOIS ALL RIGHT. 


Her Officers and Navy Yard Officials 
Deny Sensational Stories About 
the New Battleship. 


The officers of the United States battle- 
ship Illinois, which is fitting out at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard to become the flag- 
ship of the squadron which Rear Admiral 
Crowninshield is to take to England to at- 
tend the coronation of King Edward, have 
been greatly disturbed by reports circu- 
lated in Brooklyn that many serious de- 
fects have been discovered in the construc- 
tion and equipment of the big new fighting 
craft. 

The latest of these stories, published yes- 
terday, was to the effect that the Illinois 


had been found to be an absolute failure, 
that the great boilers of the battleship 
were cracked, and her machinery gener- 
ally in a dilapidated condition. 

Officials of the yard and officers of the 
Illinois who were seen yesterday afternoon 
declared that there was absolutely no truth 
in these stories. 

“These reports are absurd,’’ said Lieut. 
Commander Usher, the executive officer of 
the ship. ‘* The Illinois is in as good shape 
as any vessel in the navy. Her boilers are 
as.tight as can be and her machinery gen- 
erally is in excellent condition.”’ 

Rear Admiral Barker, the Commandant 
of the yard, said that the Illinois would be 
ready to leave the yard at the time set for 
her departure. The ship’s bottom, he said, 
was being repainted, and she would proba- 
bly be taken out of dry dock Saturday.

Affecting Automobiles and 
Street Cars.

Gruber Jests About the Excise 
Question and Gives His Views of 
Some City Officials.

After half a day of parading and other 
celebrating, the Old Guard ended up its 
seventy-sixth anniversary with a dinner 
in the armory last night. 

The day's observance of the Guard be- 
gan shortly before 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, when Adjt. Gen. Henry of this State 
installed the newly elected officers. This 
service took p!ace at the armory, in West 
Forty-ninth Street, from which 200 mem- 
bers of the Guard then marched up to All 
Angels’ Church, West End Avenue and 
Eighty-first Street, to hear a memorial ser- 
mon by the Chaplain, the Rev. 8S. De Lancey 
Townsend. Thirteen members of the Guard 
have died within the last year, including 
three Generals. The list of the thirteen 
names was read slowly, a roll of drums fol- 


lowing each name, with three rolls for the 
Generals. 

When the Chaplain had talked about the 
duties of a good soldier, the procession 
started down town again. Major 8S. Ellis 
Briggs commanded. As guests on his staff, 
besides Gen. Henry, there were present 
delegations from the Cleveland Grays of 
Ohio, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
of Boston, the Governor's Foot Guards of 
New Haven, and the Providence Light In- 
fantry. Immediately upon their return the 
paraders sat down to dinner in the armory. 

A standing toast to the President of the 


United States was followed by the an- 
nouncement that Col. Gruber would talk 
about ‘‘ The Empire State."’ He then talked, 
mentioning the Empire State at the close 
and the beginning of his address. 

‘That I, a Mugwump, should speak to 
the partisan Old Guard!” he began. * This 


is the first dinner I have attended where 
it was thought necessary by the Police 
Commissioner to send a deputy. I see the 
present administration knows the capacity 
of the O. G. to put down its enemy, to 
vanquish drink. 

“TI want to say to Deputy Commissioner 
Thurston that the rules of the Police De- 
partment, as interpreted by his chief, will 
allow him to be as thirsty as he likes six 
days in the week, but forbid him to have 
a thirst Sunday. Yet, despite this condi- 
tion of the rules, we know that the Deputy 
Commissioner is heroic enough to disobey 
the law on Sunday, if he really needs a 
drink. If he'll go further and say that 
no law on the books can abolish a Sunday 
thirst, we'll run him for Mayor on the 
straight HKepublican ticket next year."’ 

Reverting for a minute to the Empire 
State, the speaker said that antiquarians 
were about to decide it to have been the 
site of the Garden of Eden. He said the 
State's laws had long been patterned by 
all other States—with the exception of the 
Raines law. 

‘They haven't adopted that,” he ex- 
plained, *‘ because in other States the par- 
ties are in line against each other, and they 
don’t have to fight away their time over 
whether a law shall be rigidly or liberally 
enforced. Next to ping-pong, no game will 
make a man bughouse quicker than this 
on of whether a law must be enforced or 
not. 

‘What do you think of one public offi- 
cer of the city abusing another all the 
time?”’ he said. ‘‘ Well, that is what has 
been going on here since Jan. 1. These 
officials seem to think the public arena 
a vaudeville stage. They think they should 
jump without looking, fall on their collar 
bones, and then yell like a menagerie. The 
people of this city neither want govern- 
ment by knaves and rascals nor by so-called 
aristocrats who have no real love for the 
common people. I want a return of the 
time when the public official performed his 
duty quietly and did not make himself an 
annex of yellow journalism.”

HUSBAND AND WIFE REUNITED. 


Divorce Secured Sixteen Years Ago Set 
Aside—Were Parted by False State- 
ments Made by a Relative. 

An interesting romance is involved in the 
annullment by Justice Marean of the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday of a de- 
cree of divorce obtained sixteen years ago. 
Frederick E. Lockwood in June, 1885, 
brought an action against his wife for a 
separation. She later set up a counter- 
claim, asking for a divorce on statutory 
grounds, and obtained judgment with ali- 
money and the custody of their daughter, 
Sarah, then two years old. The petition to 
have the divorce set aside was made by Mr. 
Lockwood, who declared that he was not 
guilty of the acts alleged against him by 
his wife. Mrs. Lockwood joined in her hus- 
band’s petition, deposing that she never 
had any knowledge of the truth of the 
charges made, but rested entirely upon the 
statements of a relative. She was now 
convinced, she stated, that the statements 

concerning her husband were false. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lockwood and their daugh- 
ter, Sarah, now eighteen yeurs old, were in 
court together and.all seemed very happy 
when the petition to have the divorce an- 
nulled was granted. 

Mrs. Lockwood lives at 150 Quincy Street, 
Brooklyn. 

“I am very happy,’’ she said, when seen 
there yesterday. ‘‘My husband and I are 
united again after all these years and noth- 
ing more will ever come between us. I 
know that neither has been happy since we 
parted. On the advice of those whom I 
thought my friends I sued him for divorce. 
From that time up to about a month ago I 
never laid eyes upon my husband. He had 
lived all over the country, while I remained 
here in Brooklyn with my daughter, 

“Several years ago I learned that I had 
been wrongly counseled and that my hus- 
band had been falsely accused. For a long 
time my pride prevented me from making 
any advances, but for the love I still bore 
my husband and for the sake of our daugh- 
ter I told my lawyers to find out where he 
was and tell him I wished to see him. 
About a month ago he cailed here. My 
daughter—his daughter—met him at the 
dcor, but she had not the faintest idea who 
it was she was speaking to. 

“We had a long talk together and con- 
cluded that the mistake might still be set 
right. At first we thought of getting mar- 
ried again, but finally decided that as there 
never was any real reason for the divorce 
it should be set aside."’ 


THE NEW BRONX FRANCHISE. 


North Side Board Asked to Sanction It 
—Bridges at Grade Crossings 
Promised. 

At the meeting of the North Side Board 
of Trade of the Bronx last night, Messrs. 
Fransioli and Wood, representing the In- 
terborough Railroad Company, appeared 
before the board.

North Side Board of Trade to sanction its 
application for a franchise.

The North British and Mercantile Insur- 
ance Company of New York, which stopped 
its underwriting o erations, in Missouri 
about a year ago, has been relicensed to 
do business in that State. 


Local fire underwriters, connected with 
companies doing business in the South, 
have received advices from their Atlanta 
agents to the effect that an agitation has 
been started to secure the passage of an 
anti-compact law by the Georgia Legisla- 
ture. Of the original eleven States, once 
comprising the territory of the .Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, (fire underwriters, ) 
only four now remain under its control by 
reason of the enactment of anti-compact 
Statutes in the other States. Should Geor- 
gia follow the example of the other seven 
States the association could maintain its 
control of fire insurance rates in only three 
States. The reason given by merchants 
for the agitation in Georgia is that legisla- 
tion of this sort seems to offer the best 
present means of preventing higher rates 
from being applied to risks in that State.

Officials to Act.

Repeal of Beef Tariff and Anti-

A committee composed of 
Knox, Charles W. Dayton, and M 
Platzek, which was appointed at a recent 
meeting of Tammany Hall, made public a 
statement embodying its view on the Beef 
Trust, a portion which the committee 
sent to the Attorney General of the State 
of New York.

The most effective way of causing beef to sell 
at a normal and ‘fair price would be to repeal 
the tariff on beef. 

This tariff brings no revenue to the Govern- 
ment, but prohibits competition, and permits 
the monopoly to charge any price it chooses, 

it goes without saying that this is not in your 
sphere, yet it seems to us that this communica- 
tion would be incomplete without stating it. 

The facts as presented to us, (and which will 
be reduced to proper form for presentation,) 
clearly show violations of what is known as the 
** Sherman act’’ relating to monopolies. It can 
be demonstrated: 

1. That said combination is in restraint of 
trade 

2. That said combination has produced a price 
for beef which is wholly artificial. 

That while there are fewer cattle near the 
centres of purchase, this condition is caused by 
the fact that the owners of the cattle are mem- 
bers of this combination and are holding back the 
cattle on the ranches so as to create an apparent 
ecarcity. 

4. That the “‘ system’ adopted by the combi- 
nation makes it the arbiter of the business of 
the wholesale and retail butchers. 

5. That such ‘‘ system” includes boycotting 
of employes, blacklisting of customers, limits 
the sale of beef in certain localities to particular 
individuals, and compels dealers in such locali- 
ties to purchase only from one of the branches 
established by the combination. 

This brief statement shows that the mass of 
our citizens are being deprived of the use of a 
mecessary article « food, and that the small 
dealer is being driven from the field of compe- 
tition. 

For these reasons we respectfully memorialize 
you to institute without further delay proceed- 
ings to restrain the beef monopoly from further 
violation of the law. 

The prices of provisions here in New 
York held yesterday to the high figure 
which they have maintained for a consider- 
able time, and, in fact, rose a little. Beef, 
which was quoted at 10 cents on Monday, 
rose to 10), cents at wholesale. Pork went 
up 1% cents, mutton \% cent, veal 14% cents, 
and lamb % cent. Butter decreased in price 
8 cents per pound, and eggs rose a little as 
to price, but were quoted at the Mercantile 
Exchange as being a “ trifle easier.” 

The five firms which have been ques- 
tioned over and over again since the prices 
began to soar as to what they knew about 
a “ Beef Trust’”’ stuck to their statement 
yesterday that the only way in which they 
Were combined was to protect themselves 
against bad debtors. These firms are 
mour & Co., Swift & Co., Nelson Morris & 
Co., Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, and Ham- 
mond & Co. The representatives of these 
concerns said that they were tired talking 
about the matter, 

The reported ‘“‘Egg Trust’’ was rather 
vigorously denied by those in any way con- 
nected with the egg trade; or, rather, it 
was laughed at. the American hen, it is 
contended, cannot be controlled. It would 
be quite likely that she would break loose 
and lay in great abundance the day the 
trust was formed. That would flood the 
market with eggs, and would soon break 
the monopolist, who would be kept busy 
buying up the product of the busy hen. 

Restaurant proprietors and the house- 
keepers, whether poor or rich, began to be 
apprehensive yesterday. As most persons 
who dine in restaurants have already dis- 
covered, the menu cards have been reprint- 
ed or changed in most of the restaurants 
during the past week. 


MEAT PRICES IN CHICAGO. 


Cheaper Grades of Beef Are a Trifle 
Lower, but the Best Quality 
Is Higher. 
Special t0 The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Ill, April 22.—Hot weather 
and curtailment of the consumption had 
an effect on the prices of meat to-day, 
and, while butchers are generally looking 
for an increase in prices, no one seems 
willing to declare it a certainty. 

Pork loins to-day were 10 cents, while 
last Thursday they brought 12 cents. 
“Chuck” and round beef to-day was a 
trifle lower, while the best beef, known 
as No. 1, went up and is likely to mount 
much higher. This is accounted for by the 
fact that the consumption by the public 
has fallen off and what beef is bought is 
of the cheaper quality. 

Despite the assertion of the packers that, 
talk of a Beef Trust is idle rumor and that 
none exists, there is evidence that if the 
packers have no combine they have a way 
of meeting weekly and talking over the 
situation. A man who spent years in the 
business at the yards, and is willing to 
@ppear before a Senate Committee, de- 
Ciares the packers absolutely control the 
situation. He says that cattle bought on 
the hoof at 6 cents a pound is sold for 8 
cents dressed, and that, besides this, a 
Profit is made on by-products. 


Long Island Feels Rise in Meat. 


PATCHOGUE, L., I., April 22.—When the 
Bchoolboy in this section of Long Island 
reaches home these afternoons he is met 
by his mother at the gate, and instead of 
the time-honored order to betake himself 
to the woodpile before he goes to play, his 
mother hands him fishing rod and bait 
end directs him to hurry to the nearest 
trout stream. He must fish or go hungry 
these days, for meat prices are too high. 
The butchers who ran wagon routes out 
through the country carrying their entire 
stock in trade on their wagons are prac- 
tically out of business, and the oystermen 
are rejoicing. 


Newark Butchers to Fight.

LEGAL NOTES. 


REFUSAL TO Pay A RAILROAD FARE.— 
Samuel B. Behr sued the Erie Railroad 
Company in the Supreme Court to recover 
damages for injuries which he alleged he 
received by being unlawfully ejected from 
one of defendant's trains while a passenger 


between New York and Spring Valley. 
Traveling with Behr was a young boy, for 
whom the conductor demanded a fare, say- 
ing that the lad was eight or nine years 
old. Behr refused to pay for the young 
traveler's ride, and when the train arrive 
at Carlstadt the conductor called upon the 
baggageman and brakeman for assistance, 
and with their help forcefully pushed Behr 
through the aisle of the car to the door. 
Behr said that when they got him to the 
ree my he offered to pay the boy’s fare, 
ut the conductor then refused to take it, 
and pushed him off the train. The jury's 
verdict for $350 in Behr’s favor has been re- 
versed by the Appeiate Division, because 
of errors in the trial Justice's charge. The 
latter told the jury that the conductor had 
no right to put the plaintiff off the train 
after he had offered to pay the boy’s fare, 
‘Any time,”’ said the trial Justice, “ that 
he (Behr) had said: ‘I will pay the fare 
and behave myself, let me alone,’ it was 
the conductor’s business to let him alone. 
He hadn't the right to say: ‘ You have be- 
haved so badly I will put you off anyway.’ 
No. The conductor was then bound to 
overlook what had gone by. That is all 
there is about it.” his instruction, Jus- 
tice Willard Bartlett, for the appellate 
tribunal, says was erroneous.
